a work of great ftrength, and confidendble extent, of 
which the Tower is the only part at prefent remam^i 
ing : the old building being much decayed, on its 
iite, and at the expence of the county, a large and 
commodious Gaol has lately been eroded, whidi, 
for ftrength and convenience, will hardly be fur- 
pafled by any in the kingdom. King Henry t. built 
a Royal Palace on a fpot called Beaumont, on the 
weft fide of the city, remains of which are ftill feen.

Richard L called Cceur de Lion, was bom in 
this palace. 

The Univeriity of Oxford has^ many fabulous ac- 
counts relating to the time of its origin. It maft 
probably was inftkuted ibdn after the propagation of 
Chriftianity in this kingdom. Alfred is (uppofed by 
ibme to have been its founder; but Alfred rather 
«{>pears to have reftored it, in an age of confufion

The principal ftreet ojF tbe city runs from eaft to 
weft^ die entire length of the town, bat under dif- 
ferent names ; the iHigh-Strcfet^ beginning at Mag- 
dalen' Bridge, includes at leaft two thirds of that 
length ; the remainder is to the end of Caftle Street* 
llie. High- Street is perhaps without a rival, being of a 
ipacious width and length; a<)orned with the fronts of 
idiree Colleges, St. Mary's aind AU-ISaints* Churches, 
terminated at the eaft end with a view of Magdalen 
Cdlege Tower,, and a b^tifu). Bridge. Every turn 
of this ftreet prefcnts a new objed;; and' a 'different 
view, each of whieh would itiake an agreeibfe pic- 
ture in perfpeflRve';; whereas, had it Been* ftratght, 
every objeft woidd fa^v'e'been fe^n at dnt and the iame 
inftant, but niore forefiiortened than at pitfent. - 

The fecohd ftreet is that which runs from fouth 
.to north, .crpfling the. ftreet already defcribed.* TTie 
fouth fide is called Fifh-Sti'eet, and the other* the 
Corn-Market ; 'from whence we pafs into Magflalen 
'parilh and' St. Giles's, which form a very fpsecious 
itfe^t, and in fome Tefpeds \\ preferable to either of 
the former, it having the pleasure and advantage of 
;Ae country, though *conneded with the town. One 
end of this ftreet is' terminated by St. Giles's Church, 
and adoi^ned with the front of St. John's College.

On the eaft fide of F!(h-Street (commonly called 
St, Old's, by corruption from St. Aldate's) ftands 
Ghrift Church College, the magnificent front where- 
of is extended to 38:2 feet in length. On the iame 
fide is the Town Hall, where the Town and 
County Seffions, and the Affizes, are held; which 
vras rebuilt at the expense of Thomas Rownet^ 
Efq. late Reprefentative in Parliament^ and High 
Stewsurd of the City. 

The principal Bridges are, I. Magdalen Bri<%e^ 
over the Cherwell, being 526 feet in kngth, by 
which we enter the town from London* 9* Hi^ 
Bridge, in the wefterh fuburb, over the Ifis^ oonfilU 
ing of three arches. 3. Folly-Bridge^ at it is com^ 
Bionly cailed,4n the fouthem fdmib, on the fime ri« 
ver, where £acmeriy. flood an arched entrance, over 
which was the celebrated Friar Bacon's Study i it 
confifts of three arches, and is, like the reft, entirely 
buflt with ftone. This is tiie entrance from Abtng* 
don. and various parts (rf Berkihtre. 

We muft not here omit the many elegant and ufe- 
fill improvements that have, taken place, in purfiiancc 
of an ABt of Parliament obtained in the 1 ith year of 
his prefent AJajefty. — The narrow and incommocU* 
eus paflage at Eaft Gate has been opened, which ren- 
ders this part equal to the magnificence of the High- 
Street; and in the year 1779 a new ftone Bridge, at 
tfais entrance of the town, was ereAed at the expence 
of upwards of Eight Thouiand Pounds.

The Cl^iirch of AlUSaints^ fituated in tlw Highi« 
Sttc^ty is ah elegant modern ftrii£hire, much in ^m, 
ttyle of many of the new churches ia London. It i» 
beautified, both within and without, with Corinduao 
pilaftersy and fihiflied with an attic ftory and baluj& 
trade. There is. no pillar in the Churdh^ tbough ll 
ia 72 lect long, 42^ wide, and 50 htg^. The ceilijig^ 
altar, pulpit, &c. are finely executed. The fleeple 1$ 
jqemark^e in the nvKlern nuuuier. Its aivhiti»d wii 
X)r. AUricb, formerly Dean of Chrift Church. 

The Church of St. Peter in the Eaft, flaadiflg 
near th^ High-Street, was partly built by St. Grym**; 
bald, 80Q years ago, and is reported to be th^ firft 
Church of ftone that appeared in this part of £ng« 
land- . It was formerly the Univerfi^ Church ; and 
^ven at prefent> with a view of afcertaining thfjr 
priginal claim, the Univerfity attend their iermona 
in it every Sunday in the afternoon during Lent* 
Th? tower and eaft end are curious pieces of anti- 
quity. In the year 1760 this Church was beautified 
and new pewed at the expence of the Parifli ; and iq 
I76S9 by a liberal fuUcription from the Inhabitanis 
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and fucb Heads of Hoofes as live in the Pariib, the 
Organ' was rebuilt by Meflrs. Green and Byfield^ of 
London*

^ Tke Pt7Bi.ic SiCHOots, with one fide of the Li- 
brary on the weft, form a fquare of 105 feet : the 
principal front on the outfide is about 175 feet in 
length I in the middle of it is a gate with a magntfi* 
cent tower* Three fides of the upper ftory of the 
Quadrangle are one entire room, called the Pxctvilx 
Galujiv, near die middle of which is a Statue in 
Bra& of PkiItIP Earl of Pembroke, by the fiune 
Aitift who caft the equeftrian ftatue of Charles L a( 
Quurtng-Crofi : it is alio furniAted with the Portraits 
of moft of the Founders of the Colleges, many 
learned and famous men^ feveral large Cabinets of 
Medals^ and (bme Cafes of Books^ being intended as 
a continuation of the Bodleian Library. Dr* Tan« 
ner, Bifhop of St. Afitph, g^ve his valuable CoUec-^ 
tion of Manufcripts to the Univerfity, together with 
a fum of money to ere£k proper cafes for them : they 
tf e depofited near the entrance into the Gallery ; as 
are Mr. Willis's and Mr. Godwyn^s^ together with 
other Collections of Books and Coins. 

Dr. Butler, formerly Prefident of Magdalen Col- 
lege, and the late Duke of Beaufort, were at the ex- 
pence of new wainfcotting the Gallery, fince which 
the Pi^resJiave been cleaned and repaired, more

advantageoufly difpofed, smd their number greatly 
increared by late BenefaAors. 

The Univsrsity LiSRiVRY^ wfually called die 
Bodleian^ from Sir Thomas Bodley, its pjrindpal 
Founder, is a large lofty ftruAure, in the form of a 
Roman H, and is faid to contain the greateft number 
of Books of any Library in Europe (except that of 
the Vatican), a Catalogue whereof is printed in two 
folio volumes. 

The ground, on which the Divinity-School is 
Iniilt, was purchafed in the year 1427 y the building 
begun at the expence of the Univerfity, and, after 
ibme intermiffion, carried on and completed by^Hum* 
phrey Duke of Gloucefter. It is efteemed a mpft 
excellent piece of Gothic architeAure, being well 
proportioned^ and iinifhed in high tafte^ especially its 
ipoof. Over the Divinity-School the Duke eroded 
the Library, which he furnifhed with m^y choice 
volumes procured from Italy in the years 1440 and 
1443, beiides confiderable additions bequeathed, at his 
deaUi three years after. 

In the year 1597 Sir Thomas Bodley repaired the 
old Library of Humphrey Duke of Gloucefter, and 
in J599 fitted it for the reception of books* An ad« 
ditional eaftern gallery was begun by him in the year 
161O9 and another gallery on the weft, projefled by 
him, was eredted afterwards. He furnifhed the Li* 
brary with a numerous colle£tion of books, pro** 
cured, with much care and expence, from all parts of 
the world. 
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Sir Thotxias Bodttey died Jan. a8, ttSii, ItiViftg 
an eftate for the maintenance of a Librariani &c. a$ 
well as for the neceflary repairs of the Library:- he 
added alio a body of Statutes f(5r the r6gulatit>n of his 
new inftitutjon^ which were afterwards tohfirmed in 
Convocation. ' ' 

Many large and valuable colIefHons of Greek and 
Oriental Manufcripts, as virell as chdiCe and ufeful 
B.oo)cs, have been added to this Library by later Be- 
nefa3ors ; particularly the Earl of Pembroke, Arch- 
JMfhop Laud (to whom alone it is indebted for its in- 
eftimable Oriental Manufcripts), Sir Thomas Roe» 
Sir Kenelm Digby, General Fairfax, Dr. Marihall, 
Dr. Barlow, Dr. Rawlinfon, Mr. Saint Amand, and 
Mr. Godwyn : confiderable purchafes are lilcewifc 
annually made at the expence of the Univerfity, 

The Library and Pi^ure-Gallery may be 'feen in 
the fummfer from eight to two o'clock ; and in the 
afternoon from three to five. In the winter only till 
three in the afternoon. 

The Arundel Marbles are now placed to ad- 
vantage in a large apartment on the north fide of the 
Schools. 

In the Logic and Moral Philofophy School is the 
colleAion of Marbles, Statues, Buftos, &c. whichf 
were many years at Eafton, the feat of the Earl ot 
Pomfret, and were prefented to the Univerfity by the

THE THEATRE;; t . 

The froftt .of this iu iWing is cJi)pofifffc to the Dti^i- 
nity School) adorned with Corinthian pilltjrs, and the 
nktues of ArchbHhop Shddbn and the Duke of Or- 
mond. Its roof has been admired as'a chef-d*t»uvre 
of Carpentry, being Continued to a great breadth, by 
a very ingenious trufs of tiqaber-work^ fuft^ii^ed 6n]y 
by the fide walls^ without intermediate fupport, its'e^* 
tent being 80 feet one way by 70 fee^ the other* 

In confequence of the failure of the original roof^ 
it was taken off, and a new one in its. prefent form 
was executed in the year,.i<8oi5. 

When 
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When properly filled, the Chancellor or Vke-C!haiw 
cellor being (eated in the centre of the femicircaiar 
part, the Noblemen and Do£tors on bis right and left 
band^ the Pro£lors and Curators in their robes, this 
Mafters of Arts, Bachelors and Under- Graduats, in 
their reipeAive habits and places, together with ftran« 
gers of both fiexes, it makes a moft auguft appear* 
ance. 

On the north fide Is the ftatue of Charles II. 
Within are the Portraits of the Founder ( Arcbbilhop 
Sheldon), the Duke of Ormond, and Sir Chriftopher 
Wren, the Architeft. Likewife a curious Ceiling, 
by Streater^ the following defcription of which it 
taken 60m Plocf s Natural Hiftory of OxforAbire : 

'' IN imitation of the Theatres of the ancient Grub 
aad Mmofu, which were too large to be covered with 
lead or tile« fo this> by the painting of the flat roof 
within, is leprefented open ; and as they ilretched a 
cordage from pilafter to pilafler^ upon which they drain- 
ed a covering of clothe to protect the people from the 
injuries of the weather, fo here b a cord -moulding gilded, 
that reaches crofs the houie, both in length and breadth, 
which fupporteth a great reddifh drapery, fuppoled to 
bave covered the roof, but now furled up by the Gem 
round about the houfe, towards the wall which diicover- 
eth the open air, and maketh way for the defcent of the 
jirts and Sciences^ that are congregated in a circle of 
clouds, to whole aflembly Truth delcends, as being foli- 
cited and implored by them all. ,

In the Theatre are held Ae Public Afls called the 
Comitia, and Enaenia, and Lord Crewe's annual 
Commemoration, in June or July, of the Benefit:* 
tors to the Univerfity j when the Prizes adju4gcd to 
particular Performances are pubUdy recited. 

This fuperb Edifice, which juftly cleferves to be 
deemed one of our principal curtofities, ivns built by 
Ihftt cekhrated Archited Sir Chriftepher W«n, at 

the 
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the expence. of Archbifliop Sheldon, the Chancellory 
in i66g, and coft his Grace 15,000!. to which he 
added 2000U to purchafe lands for the perpetual rt- 
.pair of it. 

THE MUSEUM. 

On the i«e|l fide of the Theatre ffamds the Afl^ 
tncdestti Muieum, a handfofne Ediiicef built' by the 
Univerfity at the requeft of Elias Afhiiible, Efi(. 
Windibr Herald to King Charles II. who phcwt here 
all the rarities he had colledled and purchafed, parti* 
cularly .from th^ two Tradefcants. The Building wsis 
completed in id^a, under the condu^ of Sir Chrjfto« 
pher Wren, and is admired for its fymnoetry and ele^ 
gance. The eaftern Portico is highly finiibed in the 
Corinthian Order, and adorned with-^variety of cha- 
rat^riftical embellifhcnents. 

Mr* A(hmple prefented to the Univerfity a vali^ 
.able coll/dion of NaUArai Curiofities, Coins, and 
Manufcripts, together with three gold Chains, one 
of philigrain work, he had received as honorary 
presents from the King; of Denmark and other 
^Princes, on occafion of his Book on the Order of 
.the Garter. 

This repofifory has been gready enriched by ib- 
veral ample and valuable bene&dions. The princ^ 
pal natural curiofities are the collection of Bodies, 
Horns^ Bones, &c. of animals preferved dry or in 
fpirits ; curious and numerous fpecim^us of Metalf ,

CLARENDON PRINTINQ-HOUSE. . 

On the odier fide of die Theatre, and' north of 
the Sdiools, flands the Clarendon Printing Houft^ 
built in the year 17 ii, with' die profits arifing fnam 
the ible of Lord Clarendon^ Hiftory ; the copy of 
which was given to die Univerfity hy^ the Lords 
Clarendon and Hocfaefter, Sons to that noble Lord. 
It is a ndble edifice, 115 ftet in length, and oon» 
fifts of two lofty ftories. Towards the ftreet is a 
magnificent Portico of the Doric order ; the height 
^ die Gohinms heingxiiual to tbe two iUries* Ihif 
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1$ anfwered on the oppofiee fide next the Schools^ bjr 
a frontirpiece fupported by three-quarter columns 
of the fame dimenfions; and the Doric entablatuic 
eocompafles the whole building. On the top are 
ftatues of tbe nine Mufes ; and over, the entrance 
on the fouth fide a ftatue of the Earl of Clarendom 
As we enter on this fide^ on the right hand^ are 
the apartments where Bibles and Common^ Prajrer 
Books are printed^ under the privilege and appoint- 
ment of the Univ^rfity. On the vleft is die Univer- 
fity Prefs ; and a well-finiihed apartment wliere 
the Heads of Houfes and Delegates noeet on the bufi* 
nefc of the Univerfity. 



RADCLIFFE'S LIBRARY. 
SoudiM^ard of the Schools^ in the centre of a beau- 
tiful area, ftands the new or Radclivian Library ; 
for the building whereof, that celebrated Pbyfidan 
Dr« John Radcliffe bequeathed the fum of 40,000!. 
lie 'fixed the falary of the Libi:atian at 150K per 
annum ; appropriated lool. per annum to'buy books^ 
and iqol. per annum to kieep the Libmry in repair. 
. The ruftic baiemenit, whidi is 1 06 feet in diameter 
firom outfide to outfide, is a double oAagon, or fifteen 
iquare;'aU of which fquares are diftinguilhed by 
their proje&ioo,' and by a pediment or firontilpiece, 
which fi;>nns each into a gateway. 
. Thte fiipqihrudure, raifed 190a this bafement, is 
peiftdly cylindrical, and adorned with three-quar- 
ter 
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.ter. columns cf the Corinthian Order ; which ai^ 
ragged, not at equal diftances, but in couplets. Be- 
tween thefe there is an alternacy of windows and 
niches all round : over the latter^ next to the archi- 
trave, are beautiful feftoons of fruits and flowers. 
fThe entablature is much enriched with carving; 
and over it is a baluftrade furrounding the wholCj 
finiflied with vafes on the piers perpendicular to the 
columns i above which is a cupola 60 feet high. 
Seven of the gatewajrs above mentioned are en- 
trances into the portico or arcade i in the centre of 
which within the piers is a wide-fpreading domes 
and without them a doifter almoft encircling it. 
Over each of the entrances is a dome of fmaller di- 
menfions, curioufly wrought with variety of Mo- 
iaic. The eighth gateway is appropriated to the 
itair-cafe^ the well of which is oval -, and the fteps^ 
which are of ftone, adhering to the wall at one end^ 
feem rather to be upheld by the iron rail that is upon 
them, than fupported underneath at the other. The 
pavement is of different coloured ftone, brought 
from Harts Foreft, in Germany. 

The dome, which is 80 feet high from the pave* 
ment^ is wrought in curious compartments in ftucoo^ 
It is chiefly lighted by windows in the cylindric port: 
between which are trefles of fruits and flowers. In 
the circular part, without the piers^ are the book* 
cafes and reading-tables : the gallery above is appro- 
priated to the fame ufes as the circular part beneath. 
Over the door is a very good flatue of the Foundei: 
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bf lyftwcjr* Over die entAnce oFbrie ^f^he gd- 
kiies. is a buft of Glbbs, the AMftfiteft. HEfke iirll 
flone o£ tbis fupeib building was bud May i^, 'A. £^« 
-1.737; and being completely fiaiibed^ it was- opened 
^aTbnrfiiiw, April 13, 1749. 
. In this Library are a couple 6f faperb Soman 
jQandlcfticks, of incomparable woi^kiiianfliip, ^iven 
io the Univerfify by Si^ Rogfr Newdigate, '^Bart.

THE PHYSIC OR BOTA.NICAL GARDEN 

is fituated on the foudi of Magdalene College. 
was the donation of Henry D'Anvers, Earl of Danby^ 
who purchatfed the ground (containing five acres) 
of Magdalene College, furi-oundcd it with a lofty 
*wall, and erefted, next to the ftreet, a parapet with 
iron pali&des. 

The Gateway ts juftly efteemed an elegant piece 
«f architedure. The defign is afcribed to Inigo 
Jones ; nor is it unworthy of that architefb. In the 
centre over the arch is a buft of the Founder, Lord 
Danby. On the left hand of the. entrance is a flatue 
of Charles I. and on the jright one of Charles II. 
On the &ce of the corona and the frize is the follow* 
ing infcription: vis. GIma Dei Opt* Max. Hionori 
CaroU L liigisitt IJfitm Acad, et Rnpi$b. Henricus Co» 
nus Danby, D. D, anno i6^%^ This infcription is 
iikewife on the garden froAt. 
r The Garden is divided into four quarters, with a 

broad 
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broad walk down the middle. Near the entrance 
are two elegant and uieful Green^houTes, built for 
Exotics ; of which there is a confiderable coUeAionr 
hk the quarters is the greateft variety of fucb plants 
as require no artificial heat to nourifh them^ all 
ranged in their proper clafles, and nuinttered.. 

Eafhvard of the Garden, without the walls, is aA, 
excellent Hot-*houie ; where tender pIant^ are raifed 
and brought to great perfeflion ; viz. the Anana or 
Pine-Apple, the Plantain, the CoiFee Shrub, the 
Caper-tref, the Cinnamon, the Creeping Cereus, 
and many others. The Caper and Coffee Shrub 
bear well. , 

This ufeful foundation has been much improved 
by the lat« Dr. Sherard, who provided a falary for 
the Frofeflbr, and brought from Smyrna a valiudde 
colledbion of plants -, and the late learned Proieflbr, , 
Dr. Sibtborpe) who alfo refided fome years in die 
]l^aft| enriched the coUedion with many new articles,. 
The ailiftant to the Profeflbr is provided by the Uni- 
vjerfity ; he is generally ready to attend fuch perfons 
as wifh to be minutely informed as to the more 
fcarce and curious plants.

the ftyle in which they are executed. 

. The Altar-piece was painted by Ifaac Ftiller, an ' 

Englifli hiftory-painter, about 150 years ago ; who 

having ftudied and admired the mufcular manner of 

Midiael Angelo, feems to have negleAed the grace-' 

ful elegance of Raphael ; for although many of the 

figures may juftly be deemed excellent ' anatomical" 

drawings; yet, forwontof that eafy and natural diC- 

pofitioh, peculiar to the laft mentioned great mafter, 

and better colourings the whole aippears crude^ and ' 

piece of the laft Judgment, is an admirable pidure 
of our Saviour bearing his crofs^ fuppofed to be paint- 
ed by Guido* It was at Vigo, and brought into 
England by the late Duke of Ormond ; but after- 
wards iallihg into the hands of -William Freman, 
Efq. of Hamels in Hertfordihire, he gave it to the 
College. To this Gentleman the College is likewife 
chiefly obliged for an excellent Organ, two additional 
Bells to the peal of eight, and other confiderable be- 
nefa&ions. 

The altar was built^ in the prefent manner, about 
the year 1730. The defign is elegant, and the ' 
workmanfhip well performed : befides the common 

cmbelli{h«. 
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embellifliments of the Corinthian Order, there are 
feftoons over every pannel, extremely iivell carved^, 
which greatly enrich it. 

Each Window contains fix Figures nearly as large 
as the life, reprefenting the Apoftles, primitive Fa-* 
thers, Saints, and Martyrs. Cathedral fervice is 
performed here every day at ten and between three 
and four, except Sundays and Holidays, when the 
morning prayers begin at eight, on account of the- 
Univerfity fermon. 

From hence, on the 'rights we pafs into the Cloif-* 
ter, which remains in its primitive ftate ; the whole 
making the moft venerable appearance of any Col- 
lege in Oxford, having undergone the feweft altera*' 
tions. c^ any fince it was founded. On the fouth* 
fide are the Hall and Chapel ; on the weft the Li-^- 
brary ; and on the north and eaft^ the Lodgings of; 
the Fellows, Demies, &c. At. die ibuthteaft corner^ 
ol the Cloifter is the way up to the Hall, which is^^ 
a very fpacious room, handfomely. fitted up, and 
adorned with fix whole-length ^rtraits. Viz. of the^ 
Founder, Dr. Butler, formerly Prefident, William. 
Freman, Efq. Abp. Bouker, Prince- Henry> and 
Prince Rupert^ four, half-lengths, viz* Bp, Wil^. 
cocks, Bp. Hough, Bp.. Warner, a great benefeflor. 
tf) the Library, and. Dx« Hammond.. 
. The interior part of this^ Cloifter is ornamented* 
with Hieroglyphics, of? which (though a. celebrated 
Antiquary* hath been pleafed.to czil ibcm whimfical

From the Cloifter we go through a narrow pa& 
fage in the north fide, into the court where the 
New Building (lands. This edifice is 300 feet ii> 
length, and confifts of three ftories beiides the garrets* 
This front is fupported by an arcade, which forms a 
beautiful Cloifter. The whole is deemed an elegant 
ftruSure. It has confiderably the advantage of fome 
odier modern buildings ; for in thofe the upper 
fiory is commonly an attic, and cooiequemly the 
xooms lower than thofe of the middle : the rooms 
of the upper ftory here are exaAly of the £une di« 
menflcHi with thofe below, and command a better 
profpe£i:. Three other fides were intended to be 
added : but.probably, fince the effe£l of that beauti*9^ 
ful opening to the meadow has been feen, the Sop* 
ciety may think proper, in ibme refped, to alter their 
defign.

The Tower,, which is lb confpicuoos from everjr 
paFt of the neighbourhood, and elegant in its ftnic* 
tuns, was buitl fome time after the foundation oi the 
College, and has besn (uppofed to have been tteSkoi 
under the infpe&ion of GsuxUnal Wolfey, who was a 
member of tins ibcietj : but this prcfttinption lefts 
only on tradition. No other notice occurs in the. 
jecords of die fociety, than that the Tower was be-i^ 
gun in 149^5 and completed fome years after. The 
laoft advantageous view of it is from the Phyfic 
Garden. The Tower contains a very mufical peal 
of ten bells.

QUEEN'S COLLEGE. 

V/N the north fide of the Hig^ftnset, oppofite* 
Univerfity Coliege, is Queeiv's College. 
. The whole a#ea, on which tliis fine Ciriiege-is 
built, is an oUong tqtiaie of 300 feet in lengths and 
2ao in breadth, which, being divided by the Hail« 
and Chape], forms two fpacious courts. 

The feutk end^ which is the grand front, abute 
upon the High-ilrcet, in the middle whereof is' a« 
magnificent gate^ and over it the ftatue of QueeK- 
Caroline, under a cupola- fispportnd by pillars ; tbs^ 
reft of .the front being adorned with niches -, but nei^. 
chambers o» this fide, oxcept at tgieh end. 

The 
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The fir ft or fouth co^rt is a handfome quadran^* 
gle, 140 feet long, and 130 broad, having a ioftj 
cioifter, fupported by fquare pillars, on the weft, 
fouth, and eaft. Over the weft doifter are two 
ftories, confifting of the chambers of the fellows and 
ftudents, an elegant gallery, and common room ; 
and in that cloifter is the apartment of the Provoft. 
Over the eaft cloifter are alfo chambers for the feU 
lows and ftudents, and fome of thofe of the late be<- 
ne£a£lion of Mr. Michell. The fecond or north 
court has the Library over it on the weft, and 
chambers for the fellows and ftudents on the north, . 
eaft, and fouth. It has lately jr^eiYed cdnfiderable 
improvements, and is now a very handfome ^pia* 
drangle* 

The Chapel is 100 feet long, and 30 broad. In 
the arched roof is a piece of painting by Sir James 
Thornhill. The windows are admirably . painted ; 
fbe fubje£t of that over the altar, by Mr. Price ia 
1717, is the Nativity of our Saviour: under which- 
has lately been placed a pamting on the ikme ftdjeft, 
a copy from La Notte^ the Nighty of Correggio, in 
the Drefden Gallery, efteemed one of the firft pic- 
tures in the world. It was prefented to the todsty . 
by Mr. Robfon of Bond-fti^eet. The fide windovirs 
were removed thither from the old chapel ; two oa 
the north fide are the laft Judgment, and two other 
on the fouth the Afcenfion. The reft are all of old. 
gjiafs^ renaarkable for the livelinefs of the coburs. . 

There is .a paflage betweea the.Chs^l and the 

HaU 
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Hall from the fouth to the north court, the walls of 
which cariy a bandfome cupola with eight Ionic co^ 
lumns and all the proper ornaments of that order : 
the oudide of the whole is a Doric building, and the 
iniide of the Hall beautified with the fame order: 
but the infide of the Chapel is entirely Corinthian, 
the ceiling of which is not inferior to the reft. 

The Hall is 60 feet long, and 30 broad, with 
an arched roof of a fui table height. It is furniflied 
with portraits of the Founder and principal Be- 
nefactors : to which has lately been added a pi£ture 
of her prefent Majefty Queen Charlotte. It is ex- 
tremely well illuminated, and has a chimney-piece 
of beautiful marble ; and there is an opening from 
the gallery over the weft cloifter, which feems de- 
figned for mufic; and hither fttangers are frequently 
broufrht< who d^re «& fee the fociety at dinner. 

The Library on the weft fide of the north court, 

about 123 feet in length, is a noble building of the 
Corinthian Order, with a fpacious cloifter to the 
eaft, and the ftatue of the Founder, and principa^ 
Benefa^ors to the College, in niches to the weft,* 
and is adorned with ftucco-work by the late Mr. 
Roberts. It has a fplendid Orrery, and is furniflied 
with a valuable coUedion of books and manufcripts 
in moft languages and fciences. It is alfo orna- 
mented with a caft in plafter of Paris of the Floren-' 
tine Boar. 

Robert Egglesfield, a native of Cumberland, coA 
feflbr to Q^n Pbilippa, and Bachelor of Divinity in' 

this 
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this Univerfity, having purehafed feVef A ttmki8^ 
in the parifli of St. Peter's ki the Eaft, efodsd thef«« 
Collegiate Hall, probably by the encotfragement «l 
Qyecn Philippa, confort of King Edvfratd HL ;gtving 
it the name of Jala Scbolariuni Re^rno d^ Oihh.^ 
and on the i8th of January^ 1340, obtained the R<^ 
Charter for incorporating the fociety of this Hril xHb 
College; by virtue whereof he conftituted a Frot^ft 
and twelve Fellows^ ordering that the Provoft 
flioMld be chofeii out of the FeU^w«> and be inh^ir 
orders i and that for the future the Fettows Aouitd bo 
elefted out of the counties of Cumberland and Weft-» 
niorland. 

The principal Benefaaors, befides the Founrfer^ 
were King Edward UI. and his Q|ieea Philippe 5 
King Charles. 1. who. gave this Cdl^ge d>ree rec^ 
tories and three vicar^^esr in Hampfliire ; Sir Tofenh 
lyiliiamloa. Knight, ibmetime fellow, who rebuilt 
part of the College,, a^d left 6000I. towards tfafe^ 
iSiniilvQg. of it^ befides a valuable libraty of fcoOks % 
Dr.- Barlow, Bifbop.of Lincoln, Dr. William Lte^ 
cafter, and Dr. Ttinothy Hahoa, Proyofts. Some 
valuable Exhibitions have been fince founded by jLady 
Margaret Hungerford, Sir Francis Bric^manj Mr» 
Tylney, Lady Elizabeth Haftings, and Dr. Holmes* 
Eight fellovvihips^ four Scholarihips and four Exhi- 
bitions have been eftablifhed by the late Mr. Michelle 
of Richmond ; and this inftitution is called the New. 
Foundation in Queen's College. Several very liberal 
donations were received by the fociety in the year i 7 79y

UNIVERSITY COLLEGE. 

Opposite to Queen's, on the fouth fifieof theHrgh- 
ftreet, flands Uhiverfity College, with an extenfive 
front, nwne than aft> feet in length. It has two gate*- 

waya 
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WaysVich a tower over each, at equal diftanceft from 
die extremities of the building.' That oh the weft l^ads 
into the old court, a handfoitie Gothic quadrangle, 
ICO feet fquare ; and above the gateway are two fia« 
tues ; one on the outfide, of Queen Anne ; anodier 
withint of King James IL AboVe the other gateway 
on the oudide is a ftatue of Queen Maty, daughter 
of James II. and another within, of Dr. John Rad- 
clifie. This entrance leads into a fmaller court of 
l^ree fides, each about 80 feet in length, open ta a 
garden on the fouth. The eaft and part of the 
north fide are occupied by. the lodgings of the 
Matter. 

On the foulli fide of the weftern quadran^e 
ftand the Chapel and Hall. That psirt xS the build- 
ing has lately undergone a confiderable alteration, 
by the lengthening of the windows, the addition of 
buttrefies, battlements, and pinnacles^ and the chang* 
ihg of thie former clumfy centre into an elegant Go* 
thic bow window, and pediment. 

The windows of the Chapel a;re of fine dd paint^ 
glais, done by Abraham' Van Ling in 1641. The 
eaftern window is of later date, being given by Dr. 
Radclifie in 1687, as appears by the infc#iptibn. The 
ceiling, which was formerly of wood, having been 
removed for the purpofe of repairing the timbers of 
the roof, has' been replaced by a handfome Gothic 
groined ceiling. In the Chapel are Ibmefine fpecimens 
of carving in wood by Gibbons. The fcrcen^ which 
is enriched with Corinthian pillars, and other archi- 

toiftural 
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tedttr»l oriuftnents, is juftly entitled^ to at^entioiiboth 
on account of its form, and the excellence of tl|e 
.work. The altar-piece is a copy of. the Salvator 
Mundi, a celebrated painting of Carlo Dolce, burnt 
in wood, and prefented by the Rev« James Gri^tb, 
;a Fellow of the CoUegq. The Wainfcot in the Ante- 
. chapel has been removjed, imd an arch formed. in the 
.weft end to. receive a fine monument ereStoi by his 
.widow to thememory of Sir William Jones, one of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court in Bengal, and formerly 
a Fellpw . of this Society. The bas-relief repre&nts 
Sir Wm. Jon^ . making the tranflation and forming 
the digeft of Hindoo laws from the facred books or Ve- 
das, which the Bramins are reading before him. The 
Epitaph is furmounted by the Grecian and Hindoo 
Lyres and the Caduceus, the emblem (^eloquence. 
. The Tigers heads, by which the bas-relief is fup^ 
^rted, are the emblems of Bengal. 

The Hall, which was fitted up fome years fince 
in the Gothic ftyle, has lately received confiderablc 
-improvements, and is now one of the moft beautiful 
n>oms in Oxford. 

Ill the Common Room is an excellent buft of King 
Alfred, the Founder of the College, executed by 
Wilton> from a model by Ryfbrack, and prefentied to 
the College by (be prefent Earl of Radnor, then 
Vifcount Folkftone. The buft of the Founder ftands 
•between the portraits of King Henry IV* and Robert

-I HIS College is. fituated weft of Qiiecn'«, aii4 
confifts c}Tfi%bf tv^o courts. i.'The old court 
k Aout^ ^H4*Teet Injen^h,^ and.yi. in breadth, hav^ 
ing the High' Afreet oja the. foiith, and the Chap^] 
at the north enid of k. In this old quadrangle i$ 9 
dial,. contnved.'by that fngeniousarchiteft, Sir Cbrif-. 
topher Wren, when fellow ofthe College, which by 
the help of two half rays, >rid ope whole o^je fpr 
every hour, fhews to a minute what is the time, th^ 
minutes being n\^,k^ oh.the fi^es of the rays, fifteen 
on each fiile, and divided in five by axIiiFerent cl^g- 
rafter. 

2. Their grand court,' fituate4 bqhind the fqrmerm 
is a^ipacious and beautiful quadrangle, having the Li- 
brary 
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bnirjr or the north, the Hall and Gh^pel on the fouth^ 
the Cloifter on the weft, and the Common Roomy 
with other handfome apartments, on the eaft, adorned 
with two beautiful Gothic towers. This court is in 
length, from north to fouth, about 172 feet, and in 
breadth 155. The Chapel of this College is about 
70 feet long, and 30 broad ; the Ante-chapel of the 
fame dimenfions. The Altar-piece is of a beautiful 
clouded marble, and over it a fine Aflfumption-inece 
of the Founder, painted by Sir James Thornhill. 
Here are alfo two elegant Vafes, one on each fide of the 
altar, by the fame hand y the basr-relief of which re*- 
prefents the inftitution of the two fapraments. The 
compartment over the communion-table is filled with 
a pidure painted at Rome in the year 177 1, by the 
celebrated Mr. Mengs. The fubje£t of this piece is 
our Saviour's firft appearance to Mary Magdalene after 
his refurre£^ion ; which is called by the painters, a 
Noli me tangere^ in allufion to the firft words of 
Chrift's fpeech to her, «« Touch me not.*' The co- 
louring is exquifite \ efpecially in the body of our 
Saviour. There is fomething very amiable, mixed 
with dignity, in the countenance and chara£ler of this 
figure ; while the mild compofure of it is finely con- 
trafted by that ecftafy of joy and aftonifhraent^ which 
appears on the face of Mary. 

The roof of the Chapel is divided into compart- 
ments, carved and gilded. The fcreen, which di- 
vides the Chapel from the Ante-chapel, was the de- 
sign of Sir Chriftopher Wren, 

The 
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Tlie new Library is a magnificent Gallery, 200 
feet long, and 30 broad, and about 40' feet high« 
finifhed at a great expence. The outfide is Gothic, 
in conformity with the reft of the quadrangle. The 
infide confifts of two grand ranges of book* cafes, 
one above the other, fupported by pilafters of the 
Doric and Ionic orders. Over the book-cafes arc 
placed interchangeably vafes and buftos of many emi-» 
nent perfons, formerly fellows of this fociety, of 
which the following is a lift, viz.

Over the great door is a very fine buft of the 
founder, Archbifhop Chichele^ in white marble^ done 
by Mr. Roubilliac. The elegance of the room anl 
the choicenefs of the colledion, confifting gready of 
fcarce and foreign books, make this efteeinec) one of 
the beft libraries in Oxford. 

The ftatue of that generous benefador, Colontl 
Codrington, who was the founder of the Libmry^.js 
erected in the middle, on a pedeftal of veined oiac* 
ble I this part of the building being twice the bieadth 
of the reft. The Colonel died in 1710, and the 
ftatue was ere£ted in 1730. > 

The Hall is an elegant rooni, in which am ift^ 
portraits of Archbifhop Chichele, founder ; Colonel 
Codrington^ and Sir Nathaniel Lloyd. At the upp^ 
end of the room, under the Founder'a pidure^ is a 
piece of Sir James Thornhill%r^relentti]g the find- 
ing of the Law, and Jofiah renting his clothes, from 
% Kings xxii. lu Over the chimney-piece, which 
is a very neat one of dove-cojpured nijyi>|e, is a buft 

C2 of 
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of tbe Founder ; on one fide of bhn Lynaker^ and on 
the other John Leland, the famous antiquary and au- 
thor of the Itinerary^ both members of this fociety. 
In the Hall is alfo a (latue of that ornament to this 
fociety and the Univerfity, the late Mr. Juftice Black- 
ftone, executed by Bacon.. This room is ornamented 
with many other bufts^ which are chiefly copies from 
antique originals. 

The College Buttery, >vhich was built with the 
Hall, is divided by a paflage ; it is of an oval form, 
*with an arched ftone roof of very curious work. 
• The Wardens lodgings, which front the High - 
'ftreet, and are contiguous to the reft of the College, 
.form a handfome houfe. 

TheFounder of this College, Dr. Henry Chichele, 
was bofm at Higham Ferrers in Northamptonfhire ; 
^atld having had his fchool learning in that town, was, 
4»the year 1387, made by William of Wykcham 
•*ne of hi» firft fet of Fellows at New College in 
^Ostford, where he took the degree of DoQor of Civil 
^tkiJir. He wacs Archdeacon of Sarum, and afterwards 
Chancellor of the fame church ; and becoming known 
^ Henry IV. was fent on feveral embaffies by th^t 
^ftfeiterth, and advanced firft tb tlie biflioprrc of St. 
©avid's, hi' whicfh^'having contnuied five years, he 
Jwas tranfiated on July ^9, 14x4, to the fee of Can- 
terbury, -of which he remained archbiihop twentjt- 
*nine years. He > laid ^ the foundation of AlKSouls 
^College in J43jr; the charter of incorporation is 
^ted May ao, 16 Henry VI. in which itis called 

Cfttegium 
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Collegium Animarum omnium FideUum defunStwum di 
Oxon. that is. The College of the Souls of all Faithful 
People deceafed of Oxford. 

By the ftatutes he gave thi^ College he appointed 
forty fellows, whereof twenty-four were direAed to 
ftudy divinity and philofophy, and the other fixteen 
the civil and canon law. He procured from King. 
Henry VI. a grant of the lands and revenues of fe* 
veral diflblved priories to endow his College, and ia 
his life-time eredted the chapel and all the reft of the 
original buildings, which coft him 45451. and at his 
death gave to the fociety the fums of 134I. 6$. 8d. 
and 100 marks. 

The moft confiderable benefadors have been, Co^ 
lonel Chriftopher Codrington, Governor of the Lee- 
ward Iflands and Fellow of All-Souls, already men- 
tioned ; George Clarke^'LL. D. ; the late Duke of 
Wharton ; Doddington Greville, £fq. Lieutenant 
General Stewart, and Sjr Nathaniel Lloyd, who, at 
the time that he was fellow of this College, was 
head of a College in Cambridge* The (f^olonel be- 
queathed 6000k for building the noble Library al- 
ready defcribed, bis own 'Valuable ftudy of books, 
aud 4qool. more to parcbafe new ones \ and Dr. 
Clarke gave his* beautiful houfe for the ufe of the. 
Wardens fucceffively of the College. He alfo. nutch. 
apgoiented the Cbaplablhips.

lard ni^t^ every year on the 14th of January, in re- 
membrance of an exceffive large Mallard or Drake, 
fuppofed to have long ranged in a drain or fewer, 
where it was found at the digging for the foundation 
of the Colleger A very authentic account of this 
event hath been retrieved, and publi(hed to the learned 
world, from a manufcript of Thomas Walfingham, 
the hiftorian and monk of St. Alban'd. It is the 
caufe of much mirth ; for on the day, and in remem- 
brance of the Mallard, is always fung a merry old 
fong fet to ancient mufic.

BRAZEN-NOSE COLLEGE 

Forms the weft fide of the Radcliffe fquare. It 
was founded in the year 1509, by the jdnt bene- 
h&ion of William Smith, Bifhop of Lincoln, and 
Sir Richard Sutton, Knight, of Prefbury in Chefliire. 
Over the gate are the arms of the latter. 

The moll probable account of the uncommon name 
of this College (eems to be as follows. The Founders 
purchafed from Univerfity College, for the fitc of 
their intended building, two ancient feats of learning, 
Brasen-noTe and little Univerfity Halls ; the former 
of which, as well as one of the iame name at Stam« 
f6rd, received itB title from the circumftance of hav- 
ing a nofe of brafs affixed to the gate. - It was with 
a view to this that the Pounders ordered their new 

feminary 
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icmmaxy to be called the King's Hall and College 
of Brazen-noie : and a fimilar i^pendage is ftill con* 
ipicuous over the portal. 

Over the door of the Befeftory are two veiy an- 
cient bufts : the one of Alfred the Great, the firft 
Founder (deemed one of the beft repreientations oC 
that great monarch) ; the other of John Erdgina, a 
Scotfman, the firft ledurer in Univerfity Hall.— ^ 
They have been more than once engraved, and are 
faid to have been found in digging for the foundation 
of the College. 

The Refe£):ory is handfome and fpacious> and 
adorned with fome good portraits and paintings on 
glafs of the two Founders. It flands on the fouth 
fide of the firft quadrangle ; in thecentre of which 
is a flatue of Cain and Abei. 

Through a paflage on the left hand of the gate of 
the firft quadrangle we enter the fecond, of which a 
doifter, with the Library over it, forms the eaft fide; 
the Chapel the fouth ; thefe are more modern ftruc« 
tures, and are fuppofed to have been built in 1667, 
conformably with a plan given by Sir Ohriftopher 
Wren. 

The Library (a light pleafant room, ornamented 
with a moft elegant ceiling) contains^ a refpeiSbble 
coUedion of books, very commodioufly arranged* 
The Chapel is diftlnguifhed by a neatnefs and fim- 
plictty becoming the houfe of God. If thefe may 
be confidered as the parents of beauty, this edifice 
has very ftrong pretenfions to it. The roof, which, 

04 being 
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bejng a frame of wood, is an admirable imitation of 
Gothic ftone-work, and the altar, with its decora* 
tions, demand our attention. The eaft window is 
enriched by painted glafs, finely executed by Pear- 
fon, from a painting of the late celebrated Mr. Mor- 
timer. 

In the Ante-chapel is an elegant monument to 
the memory of a late Principal, Dr. Shippen^ whofe 
uniform attention to the interefts of bis College are 
thereon defervedly commemorated. The buft is fup- 
pofed to give a ftriking refemblance of his counte.* 
nance. An elegant houfe, conne£led with the Col- 
lege, and fronting the High-ftreet, was fitted up at 
a confiderable expence, for the accommodation of the 
Principal. 

The foundation of this College is for a Principal^ 
twenty Fellows, thirty-two Scholars, and twelve 
Exhibitioners. 

The number of independent members at prefent on 
the books is about loc.

NEW COLLEGE; 

ISEW College is fituated eaft of the Schools and 
the Theatre, and is fepacated/rpm Queen's College 
only by a narrow laoe. It is dedicated to St. Mary 
WiAton, and. has been called New College from its 

C.5 firft- 
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firft foundation, being at that time highly regarded 
for its extent and grandeur* 

We enter thi$ College by a portal, leading into 
the firft court, which is a quadrangle of about i68 
feet long, and 129 broad. This court, as built at 
the foundation of the College, was low, with narrow 
arched tranfom windows, in the faflifon of the times. 
But Toon after the Refloration of King Charles II. 
another ftory was added over the old building, and 
the windows altered to their prefent form. The 
magnificent Gothic building on the north fide is tibe 
Chapel and the Hall ; on the eaft the Library ; on 
the fouth the Fellows' apartments, and on the weft 
the Warden's lodgings, which are large and commo- 
dious, furniflied with fome valuable portraits. 

In the north-weft Corner of the court is the en-» 
trance into the Chapel ; by much the grandeft in 
the Univerfity. The form of it is like that of Mag-- 
dalen College, but larger. The Ante-chapel is fup- 
poited by two beautifiil ftafF-mouldM pillars. This 
part is upwards of 80 feet long, and 36 broad. 

As the Painted Windows of this Chapel make 
one of its chief ornaments, it will not be improper to 
beftow on them a mere particular defcription. 

Of thofe there are four diftinift forts. 

i« All the windows of the Ante-chapel (the great 
one excepted) are nearly, if not quite, as old as the 
Chapel itfelf, and contsdn the portraits of patriarchs, 
prophets, faints, martyrs, &c. to the number of 64, 
and 50 fmaller* above them: curious for their anti- 
quity. 
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quity, but for little elfe, being drawn without per« 
fpe^ve, without the effeik of light and fhade^ and 
ill-proportioned j yet in thefe are fomeremains which 
Ihew the brilliancy of their colours, and fome traces 
of fimplidty ^nd beauty ; particularly in the heads 
of the female figures in the window on the right- 
hand of the entrance to the ChapeU 

2. Of the fecond fort are the windows on the 
north fide of the Chapel. Thefe are done in the 
common modern ftyle by Mr. Peckitt^ of York. The 
three neareft the organ contain, in the lower range^* 
the chief perfons recorded in the Old Teftament, 
from Adam to Mofes ; in the upper, twelve of the 
Prophets. Mr, Rebecca gave the defigns for thefe. 
The two other windows contain our Saviour, the 
Virgin Mary, and the twelve Apoftles. 

3. The third ibrt are on the fouth fide of the Cha^ 
pel. Thefe were originally Flemiih windows, and 
done (as it is reported) from defigns given by fome 
fchoiars of Reubens. Being brought out of Fh^ 
ders, they came into the pofleffion of Price, the ion, 
whofe (kill in glafs painting is well known Of him 
they were purchafed by the gentlemen of the Col* 
lege, who aMb employed him to repair what injuries 
they had fufbined, and to fit them for the places 
where they now ftand, A. D, 1740. In each win- 
dow are eight figures, of iaints, martyrs, and prelates, 
widi their lefpedive fymbols ; and for expreffion, 
colouring, and dFe£t, they were efteemed equal, if 
not fuperior, to any painting executed 00 glafs, till 

c 6 the 
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the appearance of the fourth fort^ of which we come 
now to fpeak. 

4. The weft window of the Ante-chapel. This 
great window conAfts of feven compartments in the 
lower range, each near three feet wide and twelve 
high. In thefe ftand feven allegorical figures, repre« 
fencing the four Cardinal and three Chriftian Vir- 
tues, in the manner following. 

Temperance, pouring water out of a larger veflU 
into a fmaller one. Her common attribute, the bri*- 
die, lies at her feet. 

Fortitude, in armour; her hand refting on a 
broken column, which though half deftroyed remains 
upright ; her form robuft, her look bold and refolute. 
A lion, her attendant, couches below her. 

Faith, ftanding firmly on both feet, and bearing 
a crofs, the r)rmbol of her belief ^ her eyes and hand 
ratfed up to heaven. 

On the other fide of the middle group (of which 
more hereafter) Hope, looking toward the fame 
heaven, and fpringing forward to it fo eagerly, that 
her feet fcarce touch the ground. Rut of an anchor, 
her attribute, is feen in the comer of her comp^urt- 
ment. 

Justice, looking with a fteady and piercing eye 
through the dark fhade which her arm cafts over her 
face : in her left hand the Aeelyardy a kind of hsi^ 
lance lefs cumbrous, if not lefs vulgar^ than the fcales, 
which are ufually given her. Her right hand fup- 
ports the fword. 

Prudence, 
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Prudence^ beholding (as in a mirror) the a&ioijis 
and manners of othcrsi for the purpofe of regulating, 
her own by obfervation thereon. Upon her right, 
arm aa arrow joined with a reoiora, the* refpedlivc 
emblems of fwiftnefs.and flownefs ; Prudence being a 
medium between them. 

The middle group, mentioned above, repre&nts 
Chajlity, and deferves particular notice for the ex* 
preffion of the figures. The fondling of the in&it, 
the importunity of the boy, and the placid aiiedtion 
of the girl, together with the divided attention of the 
mother, are di{lin£Uy and judiciouily nurked with a 
knowledge of cha^a&er, for which the great ^tift 
who gave this defign is fo juftly celebrated. 

Such are; the iigures which fill the lower compart- 
menis > yet they are but a fubordinate part to the fu- 
perb work ere^ed oyer them. In a ipace ten feet 
wide, and eighteen high, is repre/ented the Nati- 
vity of J^us Christ : a compofition of thirteen 
human figures, befides fome animals. i. The blefled 
yirgin,.whofe attention is wholly engaged with her 
Infant, a, A group of Angels defcended into the 
flable, and kneeling around him. The face of the 
leaft of thefe exhibits an idea of youthful beauty that 
perhaps was never furpafled. 3. A company of ihep- 
herds, whofe devotbn and rude eagernefs. to bebokl, 
him are ftrpngly exprefled. 4. St; Jofeph, looking; 
on the fpe^tors, s^id pointing pthe Chilci, as to the. 
promifed feed, the expe^ation and hope of all nations* 
5. lii the clouds above, an Angel contemplating the 

myftery 
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mySarj of Ihe Croft ; and near him a icroll^ on 
which is written the original Greek of this text, 
Myjleriis which the Angels them/elves defire to hok into. 

In this compofitton the painter has taken for his 
light that which is fuppofed to proceed from the bodj 
of the Infimt ; herein imitating a famous pidure now 
preferved in the Gallery at- Drefilen, and known by 
the name of the Notte of Correggio*. This beautiful 
idea has often been adopted, but never fo judicioufly 
applied as in this inftance ; where the fiibftance on 
which the Infant is delineated being tranfparent, and 
the li^t a£hially paffing through him, his body re- 
ceives a higher glow, and gives to the whole an ap- 
pearance of reality. 

The remaining parts of this grand defign confift 
of groups of Shepherds and other perfons, who are 
approaching the flable to pay their devotions to the 
new-born Saviour. Among thefe, the compartment 
next to the great pidure on the fouth contains the 
portraits of the two artifts, by whom this admirsble 
work was executed ; viz. Sir J. Reynolds, and Mr. 
Jervais : the portrait of the latter, who is n^prefented 
as looking upwards^ is efteemed a very iine and 
ftrong rcfemblance. 

For this work, which was begun about the year 
1776, fintihed cartoons were fumi(hed by Sir Jofliua 
Reynolds. Thefe were copied by Air. Jervais; fo 
whofe (kill the world is indebted for a new ftyle in

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glafs painting, which in beauty and truth of repre- 
fentation exceeds all diat have hitherto been fiien, as 
much as the common productions excel the firft rude 
attempts of the art. 

The choir is lOO feet long, 35 broad, and 65 
high. As we enter the inner Chapel the moft ftrik- 
ing obje£t'is the Altar-piece; which was reftored 
in 1793 nearly to the fame ftate that the Founder 
originally gave it. It confifts of fifty niches, dif- 
pofed in four ranges over the whole eaft end of the 
Chapel i ornamented with canopies, pinnacles, and 
tracery of the richeft Gothic w;orkmanfhip. Thefe 
niches were filled'by the Founder with the figures of 
divine and holy perfonages ; but foon after the Re* 
formation they were all taken away and deftroyed, 
and the archite^ure itfelf much broken and de- 
ficed. Some remains however were ftill difcernible ; 
and firom thefe, by the fkill and "abilities of Mn 
Wyatt, the defign of the prefent flruAure was made 
out and executed. By the fame eminent archited the 
Chapel was new roofed, the choir enlarged in length 
and breadth, the feats decorated with canopies, and 
the organ-loft ere£ted r this laft is a moft fiiperb 
piece of Gothic architecture, raifed over the en«** 
trance of the choir at the weft end, and very fitly 
correfponding with the richnefs and beauty of the 
altar-piece. Over the communion-table, in the wall 
below the niches, are five compartments of marble 
fculpture in alto relievo, reprefenting thefe fub- 
jeAs: I. The Salutation of the Virgin Mary. 

a. The 
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jji. The Nattvitjr of Jefus Chrift. 3. The Taking; 
down from the Crofs. 4. The Refurre£lion. ^. The 
Afceiifion. Thefe were all finifhed by that excel- . 
lent artift Mr. Weftmacott : the table ,or altar itfelf 
is lilqi^wire furnifhed by him » it is 1 2 feet lopgv and 
3 broad, and i$ compofed of dove^coloured marble. 

On the north fide of the Chapel is preferred the 
Crozier of the Founder, a well-preferved piece of 
antiquity, and ahnoft the only one in the kingdom. 
It is near fevcn feet high,, is of filver gilt, finely em- 
bcUiih^dwUh a variety of rich Gothic archil;e£lure. 

. Here is an admirable Organ built by Dalbam,. and 
fince improved by Mr. Green. Cathedral fervice is 
performcrd here twice every day, viz. at eight and.* 
fix. Adjoining to the Cl^apel are. the doifters, which 
inclofe an area of an hundred and thirty feet in length, 
and eighty-five in breadth, and which are well worth 
the attention of the Antiquary. On the north fide of 
the doifters is^a towqr with a peal often bells.. 

. The Hall is at, .the nortVe^ftcCori^er pf mhc qua- 
drangle. It is faandfomely/wainfcott^d, ^nd adorned 
with the portraits pf the Founder, WiHiam of Wyke-. 
ham J William..of Waynflete, the Founder of Mag:- 
,dalen College, who was Schoolmafter of Winchefter 
College in the time of Henry VI 5 ArchW^op Chi-, 
diele, the Founder of All-Souls, a FeHow of this 
College in Wykeham's life-time.; a|id over the 
High Table at the upper end is an original painting^, 
of the celebrated Annibal Caracci, prefented to. this. 
College by the Earl of Radnor. The fubjeQ of. this. 

piece . 
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piece, is the Shepherds coining to Chrift unmedately 
after his Nativit/. The Virgin, Angels, and Shep-> 
herds, are reprefented as jointly celehrating the 
Nativity in the divine hymn of ^* Glory to God in the 
*^ Higbefty^ &c. The compofition and drawing is 
admirable. The force and fpirit of the Shepherds is 
finely contrafted by the elegance and grace of the 
Virgin and attending Angels. 

The Library (fituated on the eaft fide of the 
quadrangle) confifts of two elegant rooms, one over 
the other, 70 feet long and %% broad : both of them 
well furniihed with books, and in the library are 
fome valuable manufcripts. 

From hence we pafs through the middle gate into, 
the GARDEN-CoyRT, which widens by breaks as we 
approach the garden* This court is feparated from 
the garden by a very handfome iron gate and palifade, 
which extend 130 feet in length. In the garden i» a 
beautiful poount, wdl difpofed^ and covered with a 
thick flirubbery. Great part of. the garden, as jArell 
as fome parts of the College, is encompaiTed by the 
city wall, which ferves as a fence, and is to be traced, 
with its battlements and baftions alo^g the north and 
fouth boundaries of the College. 

At the fouth-eaft corner of the garden we enter 
the fpacious Bowlikg*Gr££K. Oppofite to the 
entrance is a pavilion ; on the right, i^w^ng: 
fhrubs, and ^ row of ehns. to ihade the .green ; a^id on 
the left. a. row of f)rcantQrefj whicji aiTe.a great curio-, 
- . fity,* 
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fttjy being nearly incorporated from one end of the. 
row to the other. 

Having condu£ted our reader to the fiirtheft part 
of the College, we would recommend a view pf the 
building from the garden, from whence the lower 
court has a very grand efFe£t; as from thence the 
wings ^pear properly difplayed, and the whole is 
(een at a convenient diftance. 

This College was founded by William of Wyke- 
ham, a native of Wykeham in Hampfliire. His ex« 
traordinary integrity recommended him to the high* 
eft truft and £ivours of King Edward the Third. 
When young he was employed by that King in moft 
of the buildings at that time carried on by the crown, 
particularly in th^ rebuilding Windfor Caftle in the 
magnificent form in which it now appears. He was 
foon advanced to fome of the moft confiderable pre- 
fei^nents in the church, and in 1366 was confecrated 
Bifiiop of Winchefter, in the 43d year of his age. 
His advancement in the ftate kept pace with his pre- 
ferment in the trhurch. He was conftituted Chan* 
cellor of England, Sept. 17, 1367. Fi'oiflart &ys of 
Wykeham, that he was fo much in fiivour with King 
Edward III. that every thing was dene hy bim^ and 
nothing was done without him. His munificence pro^ 
ceeded always from a conflant generous principle^ a 
true fpirit of libenlity* 

The foundation-ftone was laid March jtb^ I379» 
and it wat.fioiibed on April 14, 1386, when the 

WanfeA 
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Warden and Fellows took pofleffion of it. In the 
year following, St. Mar3r's College near Winchefter 
was begun^ and was finifhed and inhabited in the 
year 1393 /by a Warden, ten Fellows, three Chap* 
lains, three Clerks, and fixteen Choriflers ; as alfo 
two Mafters, and feventy Boys, from Whom an an- 
nual eleAion is held there, to fupply the immediate 
vacancies, or any which may happen within the en-' 
fuing year, at New College. The pious and muni- 
ficent Founder not only faw both his Colleges com- 
pleted, made .ample provtfion for the fupport of each, 
and gave them a regular and perfe£^ body of Statutes, 
but having furvived many years, he enlarged his 
will with coftly legacies of jewels, plate, money, and 
books, to be diftributed throughout the feveral dio* 
cefes in which he was prefeired, or had temporal 
poffisfions at his deceaie. He died Sept. 27, 1404, 
when he was 80 years of age. Wykeham's pious 
example has occafioned many eminent perfons, chief- 
ly foch as had been Fettows of this fociety, to be 
confiden^le benefaftors to his munificent Ibunda- 
tibft. 

The Umverfity fermon is preached here on Lady- 
Day and Trinity-^Sunday in die Chapel. 

The pteknt members are, the Warden, feventy 
Fellows, ten Chafrfains, diree Clerks, one Sexton, 
fixteen Chorifters; together wtdi feveral Gentle- 
men Commoners.

WADHAM COLLEGE . 

Is fituate north of the Public Schools and Printing 
Houfe, the firont facing the Gardens of Trinity 
College. 

It confifts chiefly of one large quadrangle, and, 
having undergone no alteration fince its comphrtiQa 
in the year 1613, is diftinguiflied by the fuperior 
uniformity of its buildings. 

, In the niches of the portico which leads to die 
Hall> are ftatues of King James the Firft, and of 
Nicholas and Dorothy Wadham^ the Founder and 
Foundrefs. 

The Hall may be ranked aihong the lar^eft in the 
Univeriity, and is ornamented wfth fome good por* 
traits*. The Library is neat, and comKaint aa itikfel 
colle£bion of books. The Cha^l is fpadous and 
well-proportioned. Its eaft window is admiratiy 
pjtinted by Van Ling. In the upper part are nepre^^ 
fented the perfbnages and events moA Qxikingly 
typical of Chrift : in the lower part, the moft affeA* 
ing p^a^s of oui; I^^ord's hiftory. The jR6nh: flde 
of the Chapel a^d the at^pining parts of t)^. CoU«ge 
are advantageoufly fe^, from. the Qar^eiic vdiiohlis 
one of the moft pleaftng in Oxford. ;* ^ 

The Fellows of this College muft. refign :^r 
fellpwihips after the expiration of y^Agtiteen- /yefu^ . 
compute^ from the 'con^pleiipii of 'their Siegency in 
Arts. Of the Scholars^ from whom the Fellows 

are 
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are chofen, three fmift be nattves of Soiner(^t(hire) 
and three of Effex; there ft may be natives of any 
county in Great Britain. 

Dr. Hody founded ten Exfaibttions, four for the 
ftudy of the Hebrew, and fix for the ftudy of the 
Greek Language. The Exhibitioners are examined 
every term by the royal Profefibrs of Hebrew and 
Greek. Richard Warner, Efq. founded an Exhibit 
tion for the ftudy of Botany i befides which there are 
twelve Exhibitions, founded by Bifhop Lifle, John 
Goodridge, M. A. '-Sir Benjamin Maddox, and 
others. Lord Wyndham left 1500I. to increafe the 
Warden's falary. But the moft munificent bene- 
faftor yras Dr. John Wills Warden of this College, 
who died In June j8o6* His principal bequefts to 
the fociety confifted of-8oooL for the further 
augmentation of the< Warden's Hdary ^ one hundred 
pounds per ann. to a Fellow of the College being a 
Student 'in Lawyor aBanrifter; the fame annual fum 
to a Fellow being a Student or Graduate in Medi- 
cine ; twenty pounds per ann. to a Scholar of the 
College being a Student in Law; the feme fum to 'a 
Scholar being a Student in Chemi&tfy Ahatomy, or 
Medicine; and two Exhibitions, one of 75L per 
ann. the other of 50I. per ann. for two perfons, 
whofe feUowfhips fhall have teiminat^ by fuper- 
ittnittttenf. • Dr; WHlsiMHb bequeathed the refidue 
of his'dfate to Wadfeiiii College for the purchafe of

Opposite the Tud ftands Trinity CoUege. A 
fpacious av(»iue, fenced from the ftreet by a handfotne 
iron palifide, with folding gates, leads us to the front 
of the College, whidi confifts of the Chapel, and 
the Gateway, with its Tower. Over the gate, in 
ftone, are the- arms of the Fouader, fitrrouadsd with 
a wreath of Laurd, sOid fupported by the Genit of 
Famob 

The approach to this Cdlege has beeil widealsd fi> 
as to exhibit the whole ftwt of the Qbapel, oiaa- 
mealed widi a Cloclf:, toviwida the ifaeet, which pro- 
duces a very noble and beautiful «ShSt. 

In. the firft court are the Chapel, Hall» Prefidetit's 
Lodgings, and Library. 

The great elegance of the Chapd jrefults fton an 
aflemhlage of highly finiibed ornaments. :The €arv«» 
ings of the fcxven aqd altar-pieoe, which axe pf ce» 
dar, are finiflusd with excpiifite tafte by the nwfteciy 
hand of that eminent artift Mr. Guibbons.. In the

midft of the ceiling, which is covered widi a beauti* 
fill ftucco, is an Afcenfion, which is executed in a 
good fiyle by Peter Berchett^ an eminent French 
Painter. On the north fide of the Altu'^ under an 
alcove^ is a tomb, on which are the figures of the 
Founder and his Lady in alabafter, in the fineft pre- 
fervation* The altar-piece confifts of a beautifid 
fpecimen of needle-work, which was executed and 
prefented to the College by Mi6 Althea Fanihawe, 
of Shiplake-HiU, near Henley upon Thames. The 
fubje£t of it is the Refunedion of our Saviour from 
the Tomb, attended by an angel. It is worked in 
MTorfted, after the fine pi£hure by Weft in Wihdfor 
Chapel. The brilliancy of the colours, and the na«- 
tural air of the figures, give it, when viewed at a 
proper diftanoe, all the eSeSt and ii^tners of a highly 
finiflied and original oiLpaindng. 

The Hall is ipacious and well^opordoned, and 
adorned with a portrait of the Founder. Over the 
chimney«f ieoe (which prefents a very rare inftanoe 
of tl|B Anns of England and Spain being quartered 
toged&er) are the Arms of Queen Mary and Ki^g 
PhUip. 

In the Library windows are fevecal oompartments 
of fine, old painted glafs, much ti^ured in Iboner 
times. , } 

The iecond court, planned by Sir Chrtftopher 
Wren, was one of the fi^ft pieces of modern aichc- 
tsfiure, whicb appeared in the. Univerfi^. . It con- 
fifts of three fides. The opening to tjfe gaedens on 
the eaft has an agreeable eflbd. . 

The 
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•The gardens are extenfive, and laid out in two 
divifions. The iirft or larger divifion is thrown 
into open graft-plats* The north wall is oovered 
With a yew-hedge. The centre walk is terminated 
by a wdUwroiight iron gate, with' the Eounder's 
arms at die top, fupported by. two piers. The ibulh- 
ern divifion is a pleating folitude, coafifting of fhady 
walks, with a wildernefs . of flowering flirubs, and 
di^fed into ferpendne paths* 

This CoII^e was founded March 8, 1^94, Iqr.Sir 
Thomas Pope, Knight, of Tittenbaager in Hertr 
fbrdfliiFe, Privy Counfellor to Queen Mary, and a 
fingiilar friend to Sir Tbon^is More, for ^the main- 
tenance and education of a Prefident, twelve Fel- 
lows, and twelve Scholars*. The Founder .dire£U| 
that the Scholars, who fucceed to the Fellowfliips, 
ihall be chofen from his manors: but if.no can- 
didates appear under fuch qualifications on the day 
of eledion, • that they ihall . be fiipplied fi-om any 
county in England* -He alfe dppoints, that no more 
dian twp natives of ^he iame county ihallJ»e Fc^ws 
ef his GoHege at the fame 'dme,.Oxfocd(hire ex- 
cepted, from which county five are admitted. .

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BALLIOL COLLEGE. 

BaLLIOL College is fituated to the weft of Trini- 
ty, and confifts chiefly of pne court, which we enter 
by a Gothic gate. The buildings about this court 
are ancient, except the eaft end, which is finifhed in 
the nianner in which the reft of that quadrangle may 
be buik. 

The Chapel ftands at the north-caft angle of the 
great court. The great eaft window, which is well 
executed, reprefents the Paffion, Refurref^ion, and 
Afcenfion of Chrift. The Hall is at the weft end of 
the fame court. In the Matter's Lodgings are fome 
good room^, particularly a fpacious Hall, having a 
well-preferved -ancient window to the eaft. Their 
Library is well fiirnifbed with a very large collec- 
tion of ufeful books, and many ancient manufcripts. 

Over the gate of the College are the Arms of the 
Balfiol Family. 

Befides this court, there is an area to the north- 
weft, confifting of feveral detached lodgings for the 
Students ; and an elegant new building, rather re- 
fembling a modern dwelling-houfe, with a beautiful 
frolnt to, the ftrcet, ereflied at the expence of Mr. 
Filher, late Fellow of tliis fociety, in which are. fe- 
veral handfome apartments. This infcription js on 
the northfide, by dcflre of the Founder : verbum

Sir John BalHol, of Bernard Caftle, in Yorkftiire, 
father of John * BallioV King of Scotland^ firtt de- 

D figned 
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figned the foundation of this College for the educa- 
tion of Scholars^ to whom he gave yearly exhibitions; 
but dying before he purchafed land, he recommended 
his defign to his widow Devorguilla, daughter of 
Alexander III. King of Scotland, who firft fettled 
thefe exhibitions ; and in ia84 purchafed a tenement 
for her Scholars of BaJlioIj and conveyed it ta the 
Matters and Scholars of this Houfe for ever for their 
habitation, having obtained a royal charter for that 
purpofe. She afterwards added feveral nevy buildings 
tp it> and fettled lands for the maintenance of the 
ScholarSy dedicating her foundation to the honour of 
the Holy Trinity, the Blefled Vii^gin, and St. Ka- 
tharine the Martyr ; which beneia&ions were after- 
wards* ratified by her fon John Balliol, King of Scot- 
land, and Oliver Biihop of Lincolii, in whoie diq- 
cefe Oxford then was. The value of the lands 
s^nd revenues belonging to this College did not ex* 
ceed 27I. 9s. 4d« per ann. at that time j but their 
eftate$ were foon after greatly enlarged t^ the bene- 
hStiom of others, particularly Sir Philip Somerville. 
Dr. John Warner^ Biflxop of Rocbefter^ founded four 
Scottifh exhibitions, endowing them with a revenue, 
which has fince been augmented by John Snell, ££|. 
The members of this fociety iure at prefent a Mafier, 
twelve FellowS) fourteen Scholars, and eighteen £x-> 
hibitioners ^ the whole number of Students amount- 
ing to about 90. 

The Mafler and Fellows eleA their Vifitor^ who 
at prefent is the Archbiibop of York. 

ST. 
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ST. JOHN'S COLLEGE 

XS fituated north of Balliol and Trinity CoUeges» 
having a terrace, with a row of lofty elms before it. 
The buildings of this College chiefly coniift of two 
large quadrangles. We enter the firft by a handfome 
V old gateway with a tower over it. It is formed by 
the Hall and Chapel on the norths the Preiident's 
Lodgings on the eaft, and the chambers of the Fel- 
lows, Scholars, and other Students^ on the foiith and 
weft fides. The Hall is elegant, being well propor- 
tbned, and handfomely wainfcotted, with a beautiful 
arched roof, a fcreen of Portland ftone, and a grand 
variegated marble chimney-piece, containing a pic- 
ture of St. John the Bs^tift, by Guarini. It is like- 
wife adorned with many other pictures ; viz. at the 
upper end, by a whole-length portrait of the Founder; 
on his right hand Archbifliop Laud, and on his left 
Archbiihop Juxon. On the north and ibuth fides <^ 
the room are thofe of Bilhop Mew, Bifiiop Buck- 
xidge, Sir William Paddy, and other eminent men, 
who have been members of, and beneiki^rs to, this 
fociety. ' 

The Chapel, which is adjoining to die Hall, is ia 
all refpe£te neat and commodious. It is divided from 
the Ante-ckqpel by a new and elegant fcreen, over 
which has been ere£bd a very complete new Organ. 
It has now an elegance which refults from feveral 
highly finiflied yet fimple ornaments. In particular 

V2 the 
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the ftand on which the Bible is placed is adorned 
with mafterly carving. The Altar is of the Co- 
rinthian order, and very properly adapted. Over the 
communion-table is a fine piece of tapeftry^ repre- 
fenting our Saviour with the two Difciples at £m* 
maus, copied from a painting of Titian. The Dog 
fnarling at the Cat under the table cannot be over- 
looked. Nor will the curious obferver be at much 
lofs, by the ftriking likenefles in the four figures^ in 
difcovering they are the then Pope, Kings of France 
and Spain, and Titian, in the chara£kers of our Sa- 
viour^ his Difciples, and Servant. On the north 
fide of the Choir, in a marble urn, inclofed in a filver 
vefTel, is the heart of Dr. Richard Rawlinfon, with 
this Angular infcription ; " Ubi thefaurus^ ibi toK*' 
In this Chapel cathedral fervice is performed twice 
a day, at eight and fix. In the Poft-Ci\apel, the roof 
of which is of carved ftone and very elegant, are 
three monuments of deceafed Prefidents; viz. of 
Dr. Holmes, Dr. Derfaam, and the late Prefideot^ 
Dr. Dennis. 

Through a paflage on the eaft fide of the firft 
quadrangle we enter the fecond ; on the eaft and weft 
fides whereof are handfome piazzas in the Grecian 
tafte, each colunm confifting of one fingle blueifh 
ilone, dug from a part of the CoUege-eftate near Fi* 
field in Berkfhire. In the centre of each piazza is a 
magnificent gateway, confifting principally of two 
orders, i. The Doric, which forms the gateway it- 
felf> agreeable to that of the piazzas. 2. The Ionic, 

which 
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which fupports a femicircular pediment. Between 
four of thefe columns, viz. two on each fide, in a 
niche, is a brafs ftatue j that on the eaft, of King 
Charles I. and that on the weft, of his Qi^ieen, caft 
by Fanelli of Florence. That neither of the Greek 
orders might be wanting, the third, viz. the Corinth- 
ian, is very iartfully introduced in the conftruftion of 
the niche. The whole is richly embelliflied, and is 
riie delign of that celebrated architeft Inigo Jones. 
. The Library includes the upper ftory of the fouth 
and eaft fides. The fouth fide is well ftored with 
printed books in all faculties, regularly difpofed: 
the eaft with a moft valuable coHeSion of manu- 
fcripts ; in which the book-cafes adhering to the fides 
form a fpacious gallery. Here are fomc valuable curio- 
fities,- viz. the pifture of King Charles I. which has 
the whole Book of Pfalms written in tlie lines of the. 
face and on the hairs of the head ; a very beaurifiil and 
Angular pidure of St. John, ftained inacompofitlon, 
called Scagliola, which has the appearance of poliftied 
marble ; fome curious Miflals ; a Chinefe Diftionary ; 
and on the eaft window, in elegant painted glafs, are 
the Arms of the Founder, the Company of Mer- 
chant-Taylors, and feveral other benefa£):ors to the 
College. 

The Gardens are very extenfive, and laid out 
with all thofe graces which arife from a fucceffion of 
beauties, fo difpofed as to ftrike us gradually and un- 
expeflredly. - The celebrated Mr. Browne, by re- 
moving a few embarrafiing overgrown chefnut-trees, 

D 3 has 
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has fo changed the zfpeSt of this garden, that few can 
at prefent vie with it. 

This College was' founded by Sir Thomas White, 
Alderman and Merchants-Taylor of London ; who 
afterwards, anno 1557, endowed it with feveral con- 
flderable manors, and at his death bequeathed the 
fum of 3000!. to purchafe lands to increafe the reve- 
nues of it. He originally deiigned Merchant-Tay- 
lors School in London as the only feminary for this 
College : but being of a more public (pirit dian to 
confine himfelf to any one place, he allowed two Fel* 
lowfliips to the city of Coventry, two-to Briftol, two 
alfo to the town of Reading, and one to Tunbridge, 
together with fix to the kin to the Founder. 

The moft confiderable benefadors fince have been 
Sir William Paddy, who founded and endowed the 
choirj and built that fide of the new quadrangle, 
of which the Library is a part ; Archbi(hop Laud, 
who at the cxpcnce of above 5000!, (exclufive of 
400I. for the ftatues of the King and Queen) added 
the other three fide»; Archbifhop Juxon, who gave 
7000I. to this College ; Dr. Gibbons, who bequeathed 
the perpetual advowfon of the living of Baynton 
in Yorkfhire, and loool. to buy books ; Dr. Holmes, 
formerly Prefident, with his Lady, who gave 
15000I. to augment the falaries of the Officers, and 
other ufes ; and Dr. Rawlinibn, who bequeathed the 
reverfion of an eftate in fetf-farm rents. 

The prefent members are, a Prefident, fifty Fel- 
lows, two Chaplains, an Organift, fiveSinging-p:ien,

WORCESTER COLLEGE. 

W^ORCESTER College is pleafantly fituated on 

an eminence^ juft above the river Ifis and the mea* 

dpwS) at the extremity of the weftern fuburb< At 

entering die College we have the Chapel and Hall 

on each fide^ both of which are 29 feet in bre^th^ 

and 50 .in length* The Library, which is a magni-- 

ficent Ionic edifice, on the weft of the Chapel and 

Hall,, is 100 feet in length, fupported by a fpacious 

Cloiflor. It is furniflied with a valuable colle<5iioii 

of books, chiefly the library of Dr. Clai'ke, late FeU 

Ivw of Ml Soids College ; in which is Inigo Jones's 

Palladio, with his own manufcript notes* Accord^ 

ing to the plan propofed^ this College is to confift of 

the chambers of the Fellows and Scholars on the 

narth and fouth, and the Gardens, M4iich are to lie 

on a defcent to the river, on the weft. The apart* 

ment of the Provoft is at the north- v«rcft angle ; from 

• whence this College will enjoy not only the pleafant- 

eft fituatipn, but be one of the moft elegant ftru£lures 

in the Univerfity j efpecially if the fociety carry their 

defign into execution, of opening an avenue from the. 

College to Magdalen PariQi Church. 

The College was founded anno 17 14, by Sir Tho- 

•' D 4 mas 
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mas Cookes, for a Provoft, fix Fellows^ and fix Scho^ 

lars. 

Dr. Finney farther endowed it with two Fellow- 
ihips and two Scholarfhips for ftudents from Staffbrd- 
Ihire. Dr. Clarke founded fix Fellowihips and three 
Scholarfliips, wldi. a preference to Clergymen's fons. 
And Mrs. Eaton, daughter to Dr. Eaton, Principal 
of Gloucefter Hall, founded fix FellbwjQiips. Ladj 
Holford gave two exhibitions of 2ol. a year each^ for 
Charter- houfe fcholars, to be enjoyed eight years* 

This houfe was formerly called Gloucefter College* 
being a ieminary for educating the novices of Glou* 
cefter Monaftery. It was founded A. D. 1283, bj 
John Giffard, Baron of Brimsfield. When fup- 
prefled at the Reformation, it was converted into a 
palace for the Bifiiop of Oxford j but was foon after- 
wards eredled into an . academical Hall^ by Sir Tho- 
mas Whit;e, the Founder of St. John- s College; in 
which .ftate it continued till it received a charter of 
incorporation, and an endowment from Sir Thomas 
Cookes.

EXETER COLLEGE. 

X HIS College is fituated c^pofite Jefus College^ 
the front whereof is 220 feet long i in the centre of 

whick 
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which IS a magnificent Gate and Tower. The corn- 
pofirion of each front (viz. that towards the ftreet 
and that towards the quadrangle) is a ruftic bafemenr, 
which forms the gateway ; a plinth, whereupon are 
placed four pilafters of the Ionic order, fupporting a 
iemicir<pular pediment, in the area of which are the 
Founder's Arms, on a ihield adorned with feftoons', 
finifliing with a baluftrade above all. This, with 
the beautiful arched roof of the gateway, is juftly 
efteemed an elegant piece of workmaiifhip. The 
building within chiefly confifts of a large quadrangle, 
formed by the Hall, the Chapel, the Re^or's Lodg. 
ings, and the Chambers of the Fellows and Scholars, 
and is regular and uniform. 

The Gairdens are neatly difpofed; and, though 
within the town, have an airy and pleafant opening 
to the eaft, and a terrace^ from whence we have a 
view of fome of the iineft buildings in the Univer- 
fity. 

The Library is well furnifhed with books in the 
feveral arts and fciences ; and a very valuable collec* 
tion of Claffics, given by Edward Richards, Efq. 

Walter Stapledon, Bifhop of Exeter, Lord Trea- 
surer of England, and Secretary of State to King 
Edward 11. 1316, obtained a charter for founding a 
College where Hertford College now ftands: but 
wanting room for the buildings he defigned, he re« 
moved his fcholars to the prefent houfe, and gave it 
die name of Stapledon Hall, after his own nnme. 

D 5 He 
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He founded a Society confifting of thirteen, i. e. a 
KeSboT and twelve Fellows ; one of whom, the Chap* 
lain, to be appointed by the Dean and Chapter of 
Exeter I eight to be elefted out of the Archdea- 
conries of Exeter, Totnes, and Barnftaple, in De» 
vonfhtre, and fdur from the Archdeaconry of Corn- 
wall. 

Among the fubfequent benefadlors was Edmond 
Stafford, Bifhop of Exeter, who obtained leave to 
alter the name of this houfe, and fettled two Fel- 
lowfhips for the diocefe of Sarum. Sir William 
Petre in Queen Elizabeth's time obtained a new 
charter and ftatutes, founded eight Feliowihtps for 
fuch counties wherever he then had, or his heirs at 
any time after fhould have, eftates; which by this time 
comprehends moft of the counties in England. King 
Charles I. added one Fellowfhip for the iflands of 
Jerfey and Guernfey. And by Mrs. Shiers's bene* 
fa£tion, as completed and fettled by Dr. Hugh Short- 
rige, two other Fellowfliips were added, confined 
to the counties of Hertford and Surrey; befides 
confiderable augmentations to the revenues of the 
Ibciety. The laft bene&£lor was the learned Mr. 
J'ofeph Sandford, of Balliol College, who gave this 
fociety his very valuable Library 5 for the recep- 
tion of vrfiich they in the year T781 ereded a neat 
modern edifice in a part of their garden near their 
former Library. 
The prefcnt members are a Rector, twenty-five 
. . Fellows, 
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Fellows, one Scholar, who is Bible-Clerk, and two 
Kxhibitioners; The whole number of membera 
about 70.

J. H£ ' front of this Cdlege i» beautified and im- 
proved by a very handfbme ruftic Gateway, and other 
additions* 

In the firft court the Chapel on the north fide, 
and'H:a}^l on the weft, are neat well-proportioned 
roon%s, the latter having been mudi improved by 
the addition of a ceiltng and other ornaments, by the 
late Mr. Roberts.. 

The inner court has three fides Uniformly and 
neatly built;, (the Hall before menti<Mied making the 
fourth fide of this quadrangle,) and on the weft fide 
of it, over the Commons-Room, &c. is a fpacious 
welUfbrniihed Library* 

In the Principal-S' Lodgings is a fine pi6hire of 
King Charles L at full length, by Vandyke ; and in 
the Library, a half-length c^ King Charles IL and 
ibme original pieces of Dn Hugh Price, by Holben^ 
Dr. Manfetlj ^r Ledine Jenkins, &c* benefa^ors 
to thh Colltge* 

Other curiofities in this College are,^ i. a moft 
tiagnificent piece of Platp, the g^ o£ die late Sir 

d6 Watkin; 
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Watkin Williams Wynn, Bart, for the ufe of the 
Fellows' Common^Roooi* And^ 2. the Statutes of 
the College^ beautifully written upon vellum, by the 
late Mr. Rarry of Shipjfton upon Stour, formerly 
Fellow of this College. 

This College was founded by Queen BHizabeth, 
by charter bearing date the 27th of June, 1571, for 
a Principal, eight Fellows, and eight Scholars. The 
Queen, at the requeft of Hugh Price, LL, D. a na- 
tive of Brecknock, and Treafurer of the Church o£ 
St. David% granted her royal charter of foundatioA,; 
gnd a certain religious houfe or cdl, called Whitehall, 
(which before the difiblution of monafteries belonged 
to the Priory of Su Fridefwide,) for the fite of the 
College, tc^ether with fuch timber and other mate-, 
'rials as fhould be wanting for the building of it, out 
of her Majefty's forefts of Shotover and Stowe. 

The firft Endowment of this CpHege was by Dr. 
Hugh Price, above mentioned, who^ by deed bear« 
log date thei laft day of the faid month of June, 
1571, conveyed to the College by the ftyle and titl^ 
of The Primipaly FeUfWSy and Scholars of. Jefas Col- 
Jegiy within th Citf and Univerjity of Oxftrd^ of 
^em Elizabith*s Foundatiotty certain lands, mejt 
fuages, and tenements In the county of Brecknoick^ 
of the valut of sbout 160I. per annum, for the main-i 
tenance and fupport of a Principal, eight FellQiws,.an4 
eight Scholars,, being the xhmfiber lioiieed in the ori- 
ginal chartec o£ foundation ;. though, by charters finc^ 

grantedL 
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granted at different times, and the munificence of 
fuhfequent benefa^rs, the number of Fellows and 
Scholars is now nxMre than doubled* 
' The principal bene&ftors after DK Hugh Price, 
who may* in fome meafure be called the Founder of 
this originally little ibciety^ were^ Sir Eubule Thel- 
wal, Knt. Principal of the College, who, befides his 
contributions towards the buildings, carried on under 
his diirei£liQh, increafed the number of Fellows from 
eight, to fixteen; Dr. Francis Manfell^ who was 
thrice Principal; Sir Leoline Jenkins ; King Charles L 
Dn Griffith Lloyd, and many others. 

The fociety now confifls of a Principal, nineteen 
Fellows, andeigbteen Scholars, befides a confiderablc 
number of Exhibitioners.; in all 80 or 90*

LINCOLN COLLEGE 

Xs fituated.' between All-Saints Church and Exeter 
College. It confifts of two courts. The firft, which 
we enter under a tower,. is formed by the Re<aor*s. 
Lodgings on the fouth-^eaft angle, the Library and 
QomiiKHi'-Room on the north, and Refe£bory.on the 
eaft^ the fides of which are 80 feet each. The inner 
or fouth court has alfo a ^te into the ftreet ; and is 
a fquare iikje>Hfe, but lefs thap the other, being. 70 
feet each way. . 

' The Hall, is a bandfome edifice,., about 40 feet 

long. 
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longi 25 btoad; and of a proportiottable height. It wa» 
new wainfcotted in 1 701, diiefiy.by the benefaction 
of the late Lord Crewe/BiO^p of Dinrhani^ whofe 
arms are pladedover the middle of the fcrees^ as are 
diofe of d)e reft of the coi^ibucors over other parts 
ofthe wainfeot. 

The Library is a very neat, room in. the north ilde 
of the outer court, over the Common-Room. It has 
been new fitted up, iafhed) and wktnfirottedy at the ex^ 
pence of Sir Nathaniel Lloyd, Knt« itometiane Com* 
rooner of this Colkge, and afterwards Fdlow of Ali- 
Souls* It is well furnifhed with hooks» and diere are 
in it foihe ancient and valuable jnanufcripts* 
, There is a good half-^lengtb pidure of Bifhop 
Crewe at the weft end of it) and another of Sir Na- 
thaniel Lipyd. 

But what is'moft taken notice of in this College 
is their Chapel, which is fituated on the fouth fide of 
the inner court. The fcreen of it is of cedar, finely 
carved, and is mentioned by Dr. Plott as a great, 
curiofity. The windows are entirdy of painted gla(% 
of which there is a large one over the altar, and. 
four tefier on each fide. In thcrfe of the fouth^ fide- 
arc the figures of the Twelve Apoffles, threei in eadt* 
window, as large as life« In the firft window which, 
is next the dtar are Peter, Andrew, and James the 
Greater: in the ad, John^ Philip, and Bartholomew : 
in the 3d, Matthew, Thomas^ aiid James the Lefs : 
in the 4th, Jude, Simon, and Matthias. 

On the ^tber fide, oyer againft thefe, are the figures 

of 
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of twelve of the Prophets. In the firft window, or 
next to the altar, are David, Daniel, and Elijah : 
in the ^d, Ifaiah, Jeremiah, and Ezekie) : in the ^i, 
Amos^ Zechariah, and Malacfai : in the 4thy Elifiia, ' 
Jonah, and Obadiah. 

. The eaft window, which is over the Altar, con-> 
tains the Types and Antitypes of our Saviour. It 
is divided into fix partitions. In the firft, reckoning 
from the norths is the Creation of Man in Paradiie ; 
and over it the Nativity of our Saviour. In the ad, 
the Faffing of the Ifraelites through the Red Seaj 
and over it our Saviour's Baptifm : in the 3d, the 
Jewifli Paflbver ; and over it the Inftitution of the 
I^ord's Supper: in the 4th, the Elevation of .the 
Brazen Serpent in the Wildernefs j and over it our 
Saviour's Crucifixion : in the 5th, Jonas delivered 
out of the Whale's Belly j and over it our Saviour's 
Refurreftion : in the 6th, Elijah going to Heaven in 
the fiery 'Chariot 5 and over it our Saviour*s Afcen- 
flon. 

The ceiling, which is of cedar, is embelliflied with 
the Arms of the Founders and the principal Benefac-* 
tcrrs ; intermixed with Cherubim, palm-branches, fe£* 
toons, &c. beautifully painted and gilt. 

The Chapel was built in 1630, by Dr. John Wil- 
liams, at that time fiifhop of Lincoln, and afterwards 
Archbiihop of York ; of whom memorials are to be 
feen in feveral places. 

• This College was firft founded by Richard Flera- 
mihg, who was born of a good family in Yorkfliire. 

He 
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He was educated iri this UniverAty, of vvfaich lie wa» 
two years ProSor ; being then Fellow' of Univerfity 
College. In 142O5 he was made Bifiidp of LincoFa 
by King Henry V. and died in 1431. He obtained 
the charter of incorporation of King Henry VI. in 
the fixth year of bis reign ; and in 1439 eftabliflied a 
College, coniifting of a Red^or and feven Fellows, ta 
whom he appropriated ftipends. 

In the year 1478, Thomas Scott, alias Rother* 
bam, then Bifliop of Lincoln, confidefing the imper* 
fe& ftate of this foundation, <Atained a new charter 
of King Edward IV. by virtue whereof he added? 
five other Fellowfhips to the feven before founded, an* 
iiexed to the College two Redpries, and.gave them a 
body of ftatutes, in which he limits the choice of the 
Fellows to the diocefes of Lincoln and York, all ex* 
cept one^ whom he would have to be of the dioceie o£ 
Wells. 

. But a gj-eater benefa3oc to this College was the 
Right Honourable Nathaniel Lord Crewe, late 
BUhop of Durham, who being prefent in the year 
17 17, after contributing liberally to the buildings-' 
vdiich were then carrying on at Chrift Church,. 
Queen's, Worcefter, and All- Souls Colleges, and to. 
the finiihing of All-Saints Church,, fettled by way of 
a rent-charge, free from all dedu(5tions whatfoever^: 
ifliiing out of his manors, in Northumberland and. 
Durban), twelve Exhibitions of 20I. per annum each, 
for Commoners of this College, whom he would have 
to be the ions of Gentlemen 3 and made a confiderable. 

augmentaa- 
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augmentation to the annual ftipends of the ReEkorj 
Fellows, Scholars, Bible-Clerk, and the Chaplains of 
the four appropriated Churches. 

The lafl benefa(!ilor was the late Dr. Hutchins, 
who had been many years Re<5lor, and who augment- 
ed the incomes of the Scholars and Exhibitioners. - 

The members of this College are ufually between 
forty and fifty.

ORIEL COLLEGE. 

Oriel Cotlege is fituateJ between St. Mary'f 
Church on the north. Corpus Chrifti College on the 
fouth, and. Chrift Church on the weft : the entrance 
is on the weft. It chiefly con/ifts of one regular^ 
unififiuin,'and well-J^uilt quadrangle: on the north 
iV|e;3vhereof are theProvbft*$ Lodgings; oh the eaft 
the Hall, and the entrance into the Chapel, which 
runs eaftward Irom thence ; and on the fouth and 
weft fides are the chambers of the Fellows and other 
Students. 

Oppofite to the great gate we afcend by a large 
flight of fteps, having a portico over them, to the 
Hall ; which is a well-proportioned room, handfpoiely 
wainfcotted, with a Doric entablature, and adprned 
with three whole-length portraits, viz. in the middle, 
at the upper end, a, very fine one of King E^^ard IL 
enthroned with his regalia, by Hudfpn ; on his right 

handy 
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hand) that of Queen Anne> by Dahl : and on his 
left) one of the late Duke of Beaufort» in his Parlia- 
ment! robes, having a Negro fervant bearing his co- 
nmet, by Soldi. 

The Chapel ha4 that beauty Mi^ich is derived from 
a decent fimplicity. The large eaft window, the 
•Wife Men's Offering, was painted by Mr. Peckitt, 
from a defign by the late Dr. Wall. 

Through a paffiige on the north ilde we enter the 
Garden Court, at the end of whidi is the College 
Library, an elegant modern building, in which are 
placed the late Lord Leigh's Library, given to the 
fociety. On either hand is a wing of a new build- 
ing, in a ftyle confoiriiKnUe to the quadrangle* That 
on die right was^ built at the expence of Dr^ Robin- 
fen, Bifliop of London ; and that on the left by Dr. 
Caiter, late Provoft. 

i This^ Gollegd was founded by King Edward II: 
on petition of Adam de Brome, his almoner, anno 
1324, who was the firfl: Provoft. King Edward III. 
gave the large mefluage:of Le Oriel, fxtuate in St. 
John's pj^rifli, by whidi name the College was after- 
wards called, and from whence it has been frequently 
held to be a royal fofundation. He likewife gave the 
Hofpital of St. Barthdonaew/near Oxford, with the 
lands thereunto belonging. * 

• Other benefaftors were, John Frank, Mafter of 
the Rolls in the reign of Henry VI. who gave loool. 
to this Cdlege to pnrchafe lands for the maintenance 
of four Fellows ; John Carpenter, formerly Provoft,

and afterwards Bifliop of Worcefter ; WlUtam Smithy 
Bifhopof Lincoln ; and Dr. Richard Dudley, feme* 
time Fellow, and afterwards Chancellor of the 
Church of Sarum, who gave the College the manor of 
Swainfwiclc in Somerfetihire^ for the maintenance of 
two Fellows and fix Exhibitioners. Dr. John Tol- 
ion, who was Provoft in 1640, gave 1150]. toward 
the buildings of the quadrangle, befides other confi* 
derable donations. Queen Aiine annexed a preb^id 
of Rochefter to the Provoftfhip for ever. Dr. Ro- 
binfon, Bifhop of London, beiides the new buildings 
gave 2500L to augment the FeOowfhips, and to 
found three Exhibitions. Dr. Carter not only left 
money for the erection of the oppofite wing, but.alfi> 
for the purchafe of livings for the benefit of the Pro« 
voft and Fellows, ^nd the late Duke of Beaufort 
gave I col. per annum for four Exhibitioners. 

The prefent members are a Provoft, eighteen 
Fellows, and thirteen Exhibitioners: the whole 
number of Students about 140.

CORPUS CHRISTI COLLEGE. 

Corpus CHRISTI College ftands between 
Chrift Church on the weft, Merton College on the 
eaft, and Oriel College on tht north. It confifts of 
one quadrangle, bsilt in the Founder's time, but not 

embattled 
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embattled within till about the latter end of the reign 
of James I. In length it is loi feet, by 80 wide. 

Towards Chrift Church walk, an elegant modern 
l)uilding, 119 feet in front, with an arcade adjoining, 
was ereded in 1706 at the foleexpence of Dr. Tur- 
ner, Prefident ; who alfo added to the lodgings, and 
bequeathed, his colle<Slion of books to the Library. 
Its fimplicity and beauty are very ftriking. The 
pediment is fupported by four plain tonic pilafters; 
the windows are unornamented, and the bafe judl* 
cioufly not ruftic. 

On the eaft fide towards Merton Grove a hand- 
fome ftru<5iure was built in 1737, for the refidence 
of Gentlemen Commoners, whofe number the 
Founder has confined to iix. And foon after the 
north and weft fronts of the firft court were rebuilt, 
chiefly at the expence of fome members of the fo* 
Cicty. 

By fimilar means the Hall was embelliihed with a 
bandfome oak wainfcot iii' 1700 : it is 50 feet long> 
and 25 broad, and of a proportionable height, with 
beautiful Gothic rafters. 

The Cylindrical Dial in the quadrangle is fet at 
right angles with the horizon, the common fedions 
v^hereof, with the hour circles, except the meridian 
circle that divides it by the axis, as alfo the equinoc* 
tial, are all ellipfes. On the colunm is a perpetual 
Calendar. This curious old piece of Gnomonics 
was conftrudcd in 1605, ^7 Charles TurnbuU, A. M. 

and 
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and Fellow ; of which a MS. account i9 preferved ia 
the Archives. 

The Chapel is jo feet in length, and 25 in 
breadth. In 1676 it was adorned with a floor of 
black and white marble, new ftalls, a fcreen of ce« 
dar wood, and a roof wainfcotted and gilt. A mod 
excellent copy of Guido's Annunciation in the Pope's 
chapel at the Monte-Cavallo Palace in Rome, by 
Pompeio Battoni, almoft poflefling the fweetnefs and 
delicacy of the original, was given to the fociety by 
the Jate Sir Chriftopher Willoughby, Bart, of Bal- 
don Houfe, and is placed over the communion-table. 

The Library is well furniihed with books, particu- 
larly a large coUeSion of Trafts from the Reformat 
tion to the Revolution ; about 300 MSS. a curious 
one of Suidas, which feems to have once belonged to 
William Grocyn, that celebrated fchol^r and teacher 
of the Greek language in this Univerfity towards 
the clofe of the 15th century, as his name is written 
on the cover of both volumes ; the MS. colleflions 
of the antiquarians, Bryan Twine and Fulman ; an 
Englifh Bible, fuppofed to be older than WicliflFe's 5 
a Parchment Roll containing the pedigree of the 
Royal Family, and the feveral branches of it, from 
King Alfred to King Edward VI. with their arnas 
blazoned, Agned by the King at Arms ; and feveral 
other curiofities, particularly an ancient MS.Hiftory 
of the Bible in French, finely decorated with curious 
painting, given by General Oglethorpe, who was a 
member of this College; and alfo a very valuable 

colle£lion 
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coUcflion of the earli^ft editions of the Claffics,^ par- 
ticularly of the Aldine, many of which belonged to 
the Founder, and are weD preferved. Among the 
moft curious are Cicero de OfEciis on vellum, 1466; 
the Florentine Anthologia, Euripides, Apollcuiius 
Rhodius in capital letters ', and a vellum copy of the 
fplendid edition of Ariftotle and Theophraflus, from 
the prcfs of Aldus. 

.They fliew here alfo the genuine Crofier of the 
Founder, a piece of curious workmanfhip^ 4ittle im- • 
paired by time. 

Yhis College was founded in the year 1516, by 
Dr. Richard Fox, a native of Ropefley, near Grant- 
ham in Lincolnihire^ who was fucceflively BiQiop 
of the fees of Exeter, Bath and Wells, Durham, and 
Winchefter, and was likewife Lord Privy Seal to 
King Henry VII. and King Henry VIII. He firfl: 
intended it only as a feminary for die Monks of the 
Priory or Cathedral Church of St. Swithin at Win- 
chefter, and obtained a charter for that end ; but al» 
tered his mind by the perfuafion of Hugh Oldham, 
Bifhop of Exeter, who engaged to be a benefador 
to the Houfe, oh condition that he would convert it 
into a College for the ufe of fecular ftudents, after 
the manner of other Colleges in the Univerfity. 
Whereupon Biihop Fox caufed the firft charter to be 
cancelled, and obtained another, whereby he .was per* 
mitted to found a College for the ftudy of Divinity, 
Philoibphy, and other liberal Arts. 

The ftatutcs for the government of this fociety 

ordain. 
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ordain, diat the Felloes fliould be elected out of the 
Scholars, who are to be chofen from the coui\ties or 
diocefes following, viz. two Surrey, three Hanip* 
ihire, one Durham, t,wo Bath and Wells, two Exe- 
ter, two county of Lincoln^ two Gloucefterfhire, 
one Wiltfhire, or (in defe£t of a candidate) the dio- 
cefe of Sarum, one county of Bedford, two county 
of Kent, one county of Oxford, one Lancaibire. 

. Among the benefactors was Hugh Oldham, Chap- 
Iain to Margaret Countefs of Richmond, and after* 
wards Bifhop of Exeter, who gave 6000 marks to* 
wards ere<£^ing the College, befides feveral eftates for 
the endowment of it. 

William Frbft, Steward to the Founder; John 
Claymond, the iirft Prefident of this College ; and 
Robert Morwent, fecond Prefident, gave to the Col- 
lege feveral portions of lands. Arthur Parfons, M. D. 
fometime Fellow, gave 30001. towards purchafiog 
advowfons. 

The endowment of the College, according to Tan- 
ner in his Not. Mon. amounted 26 Hen< VIII. anno . 
1534, to the yearly value of 382I. 8$. Qd. 

The prefent members of this fociety are a Prefi- 
dent, twenty Fellows, two Chaplains, twenty Scho- 
lars, four Exhibitioners, and fix Gentlemen Com- 
moners.

Sir Henry Savillc, Bifliop Earle, and fomc 
others. In the Ante-chapel, by the north-door, is 
that of Mr. Anthony Wood, the famous antiquary. 
And near the entrance into the Chapel is a very 
neat, though fmall one, for the late Warden, Dr. 
Wyntle. 

In the Hall, to which we afcend by a flight of 
fteps^ is a well imagined pidure, by the late Dr. 
Wdll, rq>refenting the expulfion of idle monks to 
make room for the liberal education of youth, de- 
figneii by the Founder. 

The Library is in the fmail old quadrangle^ fouth 
of the Chapel, and is well furni{hed with ancient and 
modern books, and fome manufcripts. 

This Society, confifting of a Warden and about 

the fame number of Scholars or Fellows a&at prefent» 

was firft placed at M^o'n in Surrey (but with a pro* 

vtiion for the abode and refldence of the chief part^of 

them here in Oxford) anno 1264, the 48th year of 

King Henry III. by Walter de Merton, ibmetime 

Lord Chancellor of England. The inftrument of 

endowment, with the flatutes imder the broad feal, 

the Founder's, the Bifliop of the diocefe's, and that 

of bis Chapter, are at this time in the College Trea- 

fury, and deemed to be the firft charter of the Idnd in 

Europe. The flatutes were finally efbblifhed Under 

the broad feal and his own, anno 1274, the fecond of 

the reign of King Edward I. 

Such was the original of this ancient fociety, by 
thefe charters^ abpve five hundred years iince, incor- 

R porated, 
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pontted^ and endowed with almoft all the lands tbey 
at this time pofiefs, and provided with the fame 
-ftatutes by which, without any alteration or addition, 
they are now governed. 

Thefe, by the recourfe had to -them, were of much 
ufe to the after foundations, both here and in Cam- 
bridge. And with fo much prudence was this Col- 
lege founded, that King Edward the Firft recom- 
mended it to Hugh de Balfam, Bi(hop of Ely, as a 
mpdel for his intended munificence in Cambridge, 
according to which Peter-Moufe, the firft poUege^ 
was afterwards ere&ed in that Univerfity. And fiir- 
' tfaer, it is faid of the Founder of Mert^n CoUc^, 
that though in reality he was the Founder of ody 
tme, by example he was the Founder of all other 
Colleges. 

The Poft-mafters in this houfe are of a diflin£l 
and different foundation, which took place about an 
hundred years after the other. The number, and 
their revenues, have been fince increafed by feveral 
benefaAors. 

Befidesthe Poft-^maflers, there are now four other 
Scholars of the foundation of Mr.* Henry Jackfon, 
formerly of this College, which commenced in 1 753. 

In the eledtion of a Warden, the Fellows choofe 
three perfons, whom they prefent to their Vifitor; the 
Arefabiihop of Canterbury, who appoints ono of 
them. 

The prcfent members are, a Warden, twenty- 
four Fellows, fourteen Pofk-m^^ers, Mr. Jadcfon's

: oriisunentSp dedgoed by Sir Cbriftopher Wren, ered- 
ed by Dn FclU and perfeSly correfponding to the 
^fte of die reft of the buildings. In this Tower 
har^f the .great .Bell called Tomy (the weight of 
whkh 18 eight tons and a half.) on the found of which 
the .Scholars of the Univerfity jure to retire to their 
refpeftive Colleges.. The. greatnefs of the propor- 
tion^ :in the Front, and .the. niagnificence of the 
whole,; r;ijfe the admiration of every Ipedator^ and 
help him to form an. idea of the great mind of Cardi- 
nal* Wolfey. In this Qi^adrangle are the ftatues of 
Qsecn Aane^ Cardinal Wolfey^ and Bifhop Fell ; 

£ % that 
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that of the Cardinal in the fouth-eaft comer is juftljr 
admired as an excellent piece of workmanihip. 

The great Quadrangle is 264 by 261 feet in the 
clear. The Hall takes up more than half jche fouth 
fide i we afcend to it by a fpacious and ftately ftair- 
cafe of ftone, covered by z, beautiful roof^ and Aip- 
ported by a fmall fingle pillar of fine proportion. 
.The Staircafe and Lobby^ and the entrance into the 
Hall, have lately been altered at a confiderable ex- 
pence, under the direction of Mr. Wy^tt, with a 
view of rendering them more conformable to the 
re& of the building. This building is confiderably 
elevated, and the whole finifhed ^^ath a baluflrade of 
flone. The fouth, eaft, and part of the wefl fides, 
with the magnificent Kitchen to the fouth of the 
Hall, were erefled by the Cardinal. The eaft and 
north fides of this Quadrangle are taken up with the 
Dean's and four of the Canons' Lodgings. 

In the year 1638, the North Side of the grind 
Quadrangle was begun. On the Reftoration, this 
part of die building was refumed, by the diredion 
and encouragement of Dr. Fell, then Dean of the 
College; and finifhed anno 1665, vi4iea the fpacious 
Terrace-walk was made, with the Bafon, Fountain^ 
and Statue of Mercury in the centre. 

The Hall is by far the moft magnificent room of 
the kind in Oxford, and perhaps one of the largeft 
in the kingdom. The roof is framed of timber, cu- 
rioufly wrought, and fo contrived as to produce a 
very grand and noble efFe£b There are near jcx) 

^ ^ compart- 
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compartments in the cornice, which are embelliflied 
^with as many coats of arms carved and blazoned in 
their proper colours. 

At the upper end of the Hall there is an afcent of 
three fteps, which run through the \yhole breadth ; 
n^r which is a beautiful Gothic window in a receis^ 
which demands the attention of the curious. 

This fuperb room is beautified, and improved, by 
completing and painting the wainfcot and roof, and 
th^. addition of a great number of portraits of emi« 
nent perfons, who were educated at the College^ 
which are difpofed in the following manner*

The Church of this College, which is the Cathe- 
dral of the diocefe, is on the eaft of the grand qua- 
drangle, a venerable flrudure, originally the Church 
of St. Fridefwidc's Monaftery \ on or near the fite 

of 
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of which the College is erected. It was iuiiflied 
before the year^ 1200. The roof of the Choir i& a 
beautiful piece of ftone--wprk, put up by Cardinal 
WoUey^ who- allp rebuilt the Spire. The eaft win«- 
dow was painted by Mr. Price, fenior, of London^ 
after a deHga of Sir James Thornhill^ repreienting . 
the Epiphany. In the Dorpiitory, which is ^n aiile i. 
on the north fide of the choir, is the tomb:0f Sf. ^ri- . 
defwide, who died A. D. 739. At the north^coi-ner - 
of the weft end is a window curiouily paipted^repre-.. 
fenting^ St. Peter delirered out of Prifo%)by: the A21-: 
gel : befide the principal fig^^r^s^ th^r^e are^a confix 
deiiiable number of Roman fo}4iers, in ^various fleef»^. 
ing . attitudes, . admirably well drawi> : and^ thoMgh a . 1 
very fmall portion of the glafs is ftained, th^ colors / 
are brilliant, and the. whole, appears very livefy. It 
was painted by J. * Oliver, in his eighteenth year^ 
and given by him to the College in the year 1700* 
In this and other-parts of the Church are fooie mo- . 
numents, no le& remarkable for their elegai>t in* 
icriptions than their beautiful ftru£ture. In the . 
aiile^ fouth of the choir, is a good portrait in the firft 
window of Robert King, who was the laft Abbot of 
Qfeney, and the firft Bi(hop of Oxford. 

In the Tower are ten celebrated bells, brought . 
from Ofeney Abbey, as was the great bell called 1 
Tom, before mentioned. 

In this Church Choir Service is performed evei'y 
day at ten and Ave; except on Sundays and Holi- 
days) when it is at eight in the morning. 

E 4 Three 
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Three fides of Peckwater Court are uniform, dc' 
figned by Dr. Aldrich, then Dean, as eminent for 
his (kill in architedure as for bis knowledge in moft 
other branches. Each fide contains 15 windows in 
the front. The lower ftory is niftic, in which are 
three entrances. The fecond ftory, and the attic 
above it, are contained in the height of the Ionic 
order, which refts upon the ruftic. Over the five 
middle windows in each fide is a beautiful pediment, 
which proje^s, fupported by three-quarter columns 
of the fame order, as the entablature and baluftrade 
of the other parts arc by pilafters.— On the fourth 
fide of this Court is a magnificent Library, 141 feet 
lohg, built in the Corinthian order, the pillars of 
which are four feet in diameter. Underneath was 
intended a piazza opening to the Square, with feven 
arches, and an afcent of three fteps running the 
whole length of the building. This defign has been 
fince altered, for the more convenient reception of 
the great coUeftion of books belonging to the Col- 
lege. The wainfcotting, book-cafesj and ftucco 
work^ as well on the ftaircafe as in the rooms of the 
Library, are very highly finifhed, particularly the 
beautiful feftoons in ftucco, charged with fymbolical 
imagery, feverally reprefenting the particular branch 
of literature contained beneath. . At each end are 
marble bufts, one of Dr.- Boulter, late Primate of 
Ireland ; the other of Dr. Friend, late Mafter of 
W<;ftminfter School. In the lower apartments, both 
to the right and left^ are depofited the celebrated

In the }6wer room alio, on the right hand, is a 
buft of Geileral Guiie over the door; and on the 
left is one of thei Hbn. and Rev. Dr. Trevor, late 
Bifliop of Durham ; and in the entrance to the ftair- 
ca(e are butfs of the hte eminent Phyficians, Drs. 
Frewin and -Lee. • Fl'onting the ftaircafe is an ele- ' 
gant .ftfltue of Dr. Robin^bn, the late Primate of 
Ireland: and upbn a pedeftal, in the recefs on the 
north fide of the upper apartment, is an admirable 
Statueof Mr. Locke^ formerly Student of this Houfe, 
.by Roubilliac. 

Canterbury Court, once Canteri).ury College, is 
now moft elegaiitly rebuilt, from a plan fuitable to 
Peck ws^er, with a fnperb gateway, under the direc- 
tion 
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tioa cf-Mr« Wyatt, by the^nuni&cenGe.of Dr. Ro* 
binibn^ ^late Primate of IreUmdyrand oth^r Bcnefkc-* 
tors. ^ 

The Chaplains' Court is fituated foudi-eaft of the 
giand Qioclrangl^ on tha north fide "whereof is a 
large buiiding of new chambers ; the walls of which 
wasr the Hall ^r Refedorjr of St. Fridefwide's Pri(»:y. 

The Court of the Grammar School is fouth of the 
gieat Quadrangle, having the Hall on the north fide 
of it : under part^ of the Hall is die fpacious Com-* 
moA 'Room) in which is an excellent buft^bj Ryi^ 
bKaek, of Dr. Bii(by> formerly M$iAer of Weftmix^- 
ft^r School' and a coB&deraUe benefador- to the 
College. Round the rodm are the piAutfs of feve- 
ral^f the Mafter&of thei faine.Sphdol^ cand other emi- 
nent members of the fociety. On the fouth iide- is 
the new Anatomical Theatre, ereded and' endowed 
by the late Dr. Leey Phyfician to King George II* 
at the expence -of i^o^oool^ with a pi:op^r ftip^nd to^ 
the .Le<^arei*, &c« In it is a fine colleiStion of ana- 
tomical preparations and inje£^ions. The Wide 
Gnn^el Walk, fhaded oh each fide with elms, de- 
fervest>urrnotice» beiiig.a quarter of a mile in length, 
and of a proportionable breadths It coonnands a 
fight of Lord Harcourt's feat^ a plea&nt profpecft of 
the Meadows,- the Thames> and fome adjacent vil- 
lages. 

This CoUege was founded ^by Cardinal Wolfej, 
upon the place v^efe formerly flood the Priory of. 
St, Fxidefwide^ which, and federal other religious 

founda- 
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foundations, were difiblved, in order to endow the 
new College intended by the Cardinal. The deiign 
was far from being completed at the time of the 
Cardinal's difgrace, little more being built than the 
eaft^ fouth, and part of the weft fides of the great 
Quadrangle, and the Kitchen. And as to the foun- 
dation itfelf, whatever it. might be at that time, it is 
certain it was afterwards leflehed> and the form of it 
altered two or three times by the King.. The dif- 
grace of the Cardinal happened in the year 15295 
wh^n the King fei^ed upon this College, as well as 
the othe): eftates belonging to the Cardinal. In the 
yekr iS3i^> at the inftaftte of Lord Cromwell, the 
King new-modelled the fouxidation, and gave it the 
jiame of King Henry the Eighth's College. This 
was fuppreffed in 1545, and in the year following 
the Epifcopal See was removed from Ofehey to this 
College, and the Church of St. Fridefwide conftl- 
tuted a Cathedral, by the name of Chrift's Church. 

This foundation has continued in the fame form 
tver fince. It confifts of a Dean, eight Canons, 
1 01 Students, part of which are elefted annuiUy from 
Weftmiiifter School 3 and the other vacancies, as they 
happen, are filled up by the Dean and Canons; eight 
Chaplains, eight Singing-Men, and as many Cho- 
rifters, a School-mafter, an Ofganift, &c. Since 
the time of Queen Elizabeth, this College has Iarg*ely 
experienced the bounty of feveral benefaflors, parti- 
cularly Bifhop Fell, who left ten Exhibitions of loK* 
per ann. to Conunoncrs, to be held for ten years 

from 
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from the time they yrere nominated to them.. The 
I Gift Studentihip was added by William THurfton, 
Efij. 1663. Several exhibitions were given by Lady 
Holford> for Scholars educated at the Charter -Houfe^ 
aad more by other i>enefa£):ors.

PEMBROKE COLLBGF. 

Pembroke College, fo called from the Earl o£ 
Pembroke, Chancellor of the Univerfity at the time 
it was foundedj is Situated near St. Ald^te's Church,, 
in a dire£): line from the grand Gate of Chrift 
Churchy and confifts of two.fmaU courts. The Qua- 
drangle is uniform! having, the Hall at the north*-^ 
weft angle^ in which are pictures of the Founders, 
and fome Benefadlors. The Chapel is a fmall, ele- 
gant, buildings of the Ionic order, with a beautiful 
Altar-piece. In the Garden, which is weft of the 
Chapel, is a pleafant Common-Room, and a Ter- 
rage- walk. The Mafter's Losings, which join to 
the College on the north, is a modern edifice. 

This College, formerly Broadgate Hall, was 
founded anno 1620,'^by Thomas Tefdale, of Glymp- 
ton, Efq. and Richard Whitwick, S. T. B. Reftor 
of Ilfley, Berks, for a Mafter, ten Fellows, and ten 
Scholars. Four of Mr. Tefdale's Fellows to be 
chofen out of his relations, and the reft to. come 
from Abingdon Free-School. 

As 
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As to Mr, Whitwick's-benefadion^ two of the 
IF'ellows and two Scholars to be of his kindred^ and 
the reft from Abingdon School. 

King Charles L granted to this Society the per- 
petual advowfon of St. Aldate's Church, and cer- 
tain lands ifbr the maintenance of one Fellow, to be 
cbofen from Guernfey or Jerfey. 

Archbifhop Abbot, Juliana Stafford, and Francis 
Rous, were the next Bene&dors ; and Dr. George 
Morley, Bifhop of Winchefter, founded five Scho« 
larfliips for the natives of Guernfey and Jerfey. 

Queen Anne annexed a Prebend of Gloucefter to 
the Mafterfliip. Lady Holford gave two Exhibitions 
of 20]. a yc^ each ; Dr. Hall, Mafter of this Col- 
lege, and Bifliop of Briftol, built the Matter's Lodg- 
ings; Sir John Bennet, Lord Oflulftone, endowed 
two Fdlowfhips and Scholarfliips ; Mr. Townfhend 
gave eight Exhibitions to young Scholars from Glou- 
cefterlhire; and Sir John Philips, Bart, in 1749, 
founded one Fellowfhip and one Scholarfhip. 

The prefent members are, a Mafter, fourteen Fel- 
lows, thirty Scholars and Exhibitioners ^ the whole 
number of Students ufually about 70.

lived chiefly in Hfdk or Hotels, vriiere Profeflbis 
•nd Tutors refided. But when the Colleges were 
founded, and ftill more^ when die Reformation tqok 
place, the liberd education now in ufe broi^ht the 
Students to the more convenient jaccqmmoBatioa in 
Colleges. Thefe Societies are .not endo^redj though 
they have had confiderable benebdions, which are 
dii|>enied to the Students in Eadbibitions, which they 
enjoy for a fiated time. They are under the govern- 
ment of their refpedive Principals, whofe incomes 
arife from the room^rent of the Chsimbers. The 
Students take an oath to obey the iibtutes and cuC- 
toms of the Hall, which ftatutes .are made and al- ( 
tered by the Chancellor, who has the nomination of 
the Principals, and is Vifitor o£ all the Halls, except i 
St. Edmund Hall, which is dependant on. Queefi's

in. New Inn Hall ftands at the weft end of 
the City, near the Church of St. Peter in the Bailey.

year ^1349. Oppcrfite this' Hall is the gateway of a 
College of Monks of the Auguftine order, in which 
Erafmus refided two years. He left an elegant Latin

ST. MARY HALL. 

IV. St. Mary Hall is fituated north of Oriel 
College, near the High-Street. It confids of one 
Quadrangle, formed by the Principal's Lodgixigs oa 
the north, the Hall and Chapel on the fouth, and on 
the eaft and weft by the Chambers of the Students* 

This Hall was ereded by King Edward II. Some 
Exhibitions have been given to allift the Students in 
the profecution of their ftudies**

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Several eqitnem men faave refided and been edu- 
cated beie, viz. Cardinal Allen, Sir Thomas More^ 
Lord Chancellor Hatton, Erafnitts, Mr. Sandys t]|e 
celebrated Englifh poet and traveller, &c. 

The buildings of this Society received confidenu 
ble improvements in the laft century, the eaft fide hav- 
ing been entirely rebuilt by the contributions of fe- 
veral Noblemen and Gentlemen educated here; and 
the fouth fide of the Quadrangle has been lately raifed 
and finifhed by benefactions from Dr Nowell, the 
late Principal, and other members of the fi>ciety« 
The number of Students is about 6o. 

MAGDALEN HALL. 

V. Magdalen Hall is adjoining to the weft 
fide of Magdalen College, to which it is an appen- 
dant. The number of Exhibitions given to this 
Hall fupplies it with many members. It was ereded 
by William Waynflete^ the Founder of Magdalen 
College, and has a large Granmur School joined to 
it, intended as a nurfery for Magdalen College. 
The number of Students is generally about 70.

The Caflle of BLENHEIM, the feat of bis Grace.. 
the Duke of MARLBOROUGH, is fituat^d weft of 
Wooditock, a market and borough town, about fevcn 
miles and a half from Oxford. 

From the town we enter the Park through a fpaclous 
portal of the Corinthian order $ from whence a noble , 
profpe£t is opened to the Caftle, the Bridge, the Lake 
vdth its Valley, and other beautiful icenes of the Park. 
The Houfe in particular, which we (urvcy from this 
point, obliquely, is probably no where viewed to greater 
advantage. 

The front is 348 feet from wing to wing, and confids 
of A variety of architefture, deiigned by Sir John Van- 
brugh. On the pediment of the fouth front towards the 
garden is a noble bufto, larger than the lifcj^of Louis XIV. 
taken' from the gates of Toumay.

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We enter the Houfe on the eaft, through a portal 
built in the ilyle of martial architedlure, on the top of 
which is a refervoir, which fupplies the houfe with 
water from the river. This leads us into a quadrangle 
chiefly confiding of arcades and offices. From hence we 
pafs into the grand area. 

Through the fuperb portico elevated on mafly columns 
we enter 

THE HALL. 

This magnificent room is of the height of the houfe, 
and of a proportionable breadth. It is fupported by 
Corinthian pillars.
